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GUIDE POSTS OF A BLIND MAN 

Ilis Feet and Nose Pilot Him Through 
the Streets of a City. 

From tho New Orleans Times-Demo¬ 
crat: There is a blind man living in 
the heart of the old qilarter who walks 
nearly every day to a little restaurant 
near Canal street. The distance each 
way is from sixteen to twenty blocks, 
according to the .route, and to see him 
sauntering carelessly along one would 
never suspect his infirmity. Talking 
with an inquisitive reporter, he de¬ 
clared that he saw his nose and feet) 
ar.d this was the way he explained it: 
“When a man has no sight,’’ he said, 
“the stnells of the street are all mixed 
up) but when lie’s blind he learns to 
separate them. The smells of the 
shopfe are almost as plain to me now 
as the signs used to be over the doors. 
Some of them you would hardly sup¬ 
pose to exist. Take a dry goods store, 
for instance; it smells of cloth, and 
cloth has a very peculiar odor. Iron 
and tin have smells of tlieir own, and 
I can tell a hardware store immediate¬ 
ly. I pass two book stalls nearly ev¬ 
ery day, and I scent them yards off by 
tho old books. Then there are a great 
many indescribable odors by which I 
know this place and that. Of course) 
my feet are my principal guide, and 
I’ve been over the same ground so 
often that I have learned every little 
inequality by heart, but I couldn’t get 
along with either nose or feet alone, 
They work together, and where one 
fails the other helps out. Between them 
they make very go’od eyes. The secret 
of my stepping out is this: I ve 
learned how to step. People who cam, 
see hurl themselves forward like loco¬ 
motives. That’s why the shock is al¬ 
ways so unexpectedly violent when you 
collide With another person. I put no 
extra power whatever in toy move¬ 
ments, and If the toe of my boot 
touches some unknown obstacle I stop 
stock still instantly.” This clever blind 
man leads a very tranquil life. He has 
a small income,and lives with a grand¬ 
daughter. A servant is hired especially 
to read to him every afternoon. Many 
of them who know him are unaware of 
his blindness.

JUDGE J.'P. TARVIN. 
has practiced law since 1892. In 1893 
he was Democratic candidate for elec¬ 
tor at large in his state and was de¬ 
feated by 173 votes out of a total of 
500,000 cast. It was in this race, when 
■he stumped the state for Bryan, that 
his oratorical -powers were first 
broughriprominently before the public. 
He was nominated for circuit judge in 
the Slteth Kentucky district in ’97, re- 
- ceiying two-thirds of the votes in the 
primary, and was elected by over. 1,- 
900 majority at the regular election. 
He has always been a silver advocate, 
and stumped the state in advocacy of 
the white metal in 1S85, 1SD6 and 1S9S. 
He was one of the foremost figures in 
the organization of the League of Bi¬ 
metallic Clubs of the Ohio Valley, in 
Cincinnati in 1897, and in 1898 was 
made its president, a place to which 
he was re-elected for a term of two 
years, at the recent Louisville converi* 
lion of the organization. Judge Tar¬ 
vin has quickly won a national repu¬ 
tation as an orator, his speech at the 
dollar banquet in New York and at 
tho Auditorium in Chicago, where he 
spoke in behalf of the “obscuie peo¬ 
ple,” being perhaps his most notable 
triumphs of oratory. 


Coats at Second Hand. 

As the well-educated native of India 
emulates western manners as far as 
possible, it is not to be wondered at 
that he is partial to the frock coat.

Regularly large con¬ 
signments of second-hand frock coats 
are shipped out from England to Bom¬ 
bay, and are disposed of to the natives, 
who strut about like peacocks in a not 
infrequently impbssible coat, Add to 
this that the wearers do not go in for 
socks, and to a man wear glaring pat¬ 
ent leather shoes, and you have a pic¬ 
ture. When is added to this fact that 
the native head' dress is worn, and 
that the unmentionables are of linen, 
and cut skin tight, with many folds 
around the ankles, the sight is often¬ 
times ludicrous* So fashionable has 
the frock coat become in India that 
native tailors make the ordinary coats 
cf the natives largely on frock coat 
lines, and it is no unusual sign to see 
the athletic youths of northern India 
disporting themselves in so-called frock 
coats of as many hues as the famous 
garment of Joseph.—Wavcriy Maga¬ 
zine. 


Terror at tho Banger of His Son Caused 
a Man's Hair to Change Color. 

Everyone has heard stories of men 
and women becoming gray-haired in a 
night as the result of grief or terror. 
Many of these tales are doubtless the 
mere imaginings of the writers Of 
sketches, but that such phenomena are 
of occasional occurrence has been fully 
demonstrated. A Chicago physician 
relates this instance in a medical jour¬ 
nal and vouches for its truth: The 
subject was a laboring man in the 
stockyards district, aged 38, who was 
not of a nervous temperament beyond 
being slightly emotional. His hair was 
abundant and of a dark chestnut eoloi. 
One evening as he was returning home 
preceded by his horse, on which was 
mounted his -son, aged 8, the animal 
slipped and the child was thrown off 
and trampled on several times. He 
was only severely bruised, blit the fa¬ 
ther thought lie Was killed, and in tty¬ 
ing to save him was terror-stricken. 
He trembled and had palpitations and 
a feeling of cold and tension in the 
face and head. Next day the hairs of 
tho head, beard and eyebrows began 
to fall in quantities, so that after eight 
days lie was absolutely bald. At the 
same time the skin of the head and 
face became paler. Without delay the 
hairs began to grow again in the foun 
of a colorless down. Soon all the af¬ 
fected regions were covered with finer, 
more silky and a little more thinly 
sown, completely white hair.—Chicago 
Chronicle. 


Waiter Wellman and the. survivors 
of the Polar expedition led by him, ar¬ 
rived in Europe Aug. 17 on the steamer 
Capella, having successfully completed 
their explorations in Franz josef Land. 
Mr. Wellman discovered important new 
lands and many islands. The expedi¬ 
tion brings a grim story of arctie trag¬ 
edy. In the autumn of 1898 an out¬ 
post called Fort McKinley was estab¬ 
lished in latitude 81 degrees. It was 
a house built of rocks and roofed over 
with walrus hide. Two Norwegians, 
Paul Bjorvig and Bert Bentsen, the lat¬ 
ter of whom was with Nansen on the 
Fram, remained there. The main par¬ 
ty wintered in a canvas covered hut 
called Harmsworth house, at Cape 
Tegethoff, on the southern point of 
Hall’s island, latitude 80. About the 
middle of February, before the rise Of 
the sun to its winter height, Mr. Well¬ 
man, with three Norwegians and for¬ 
ty-five dogs, started north. It was the 
earliest sledge journey on record in 
that high latitude, On reaching Fort 
McKinley Mr. Wellman found Bent- 
sen dead, and Bjorvig, according to 
promise, had kept the body in the 
house, sleeping beside it through two 
months of arctic darkness. Notwith¬ 
standing his -terrible experience the 
survivor was safe and cheerful. Push¬ 
ing northward through rough ice aiid 
Severe storms, with a continuous tem¬ 
perature for ten days between 40 and 
50 degrees below zero, the party found 
new lands north of Freedom island, 
where Nansen landed in 1895. By the 
middle of March all hands were confi¬ 
dent of reaching latitude S7 or 88, if 
not the pole itself. Then began a suc¬ 
cession Of disasters, Mr, Wellman, 
While leading the party, fell into a 
snow covered crevasse, seriously injur¬ 
ing one of his legs and compelling a re¬ 
treat. Two days later the party was 
aroused at midnight by an icequalie 
under them, due to pressure. In a few 
moments many dogs were crushed and

The Japanese town of Jeukchan was 
recently discovered to bo in an un¬ 
sanitary condition, consequent upon 
which frequent epidemics occurred. 
The Japanese officials selected a spot 
in the neighborhood that could be well 
drained. Streets and public places were 
laid out upon it. Buildings were erect¬ 
ed and the entire inhabitants of the 
city of Jeukchan, numbering. 40,000, 
were removed to the new site. As 
the buildings were slight wooden 
structures, the scheme was practicable.

The members 
of the expedition narrowly escaped 
with their lives, although they man¬ 
aged to save their precious sleeping 
bags and some dogs and provisions. On 
Mr. Wellman’s condition becoming 
alarming, as inflammation set in, the 
brave Norwegians dragged him on a 
sledge, by forced marches, nearly 200 
miles 'to headquarters, arriving there 
early last April. Mr. Wellman is still 
unable to walk and will probably be 
permanently crippled. After reaching 
headquarters other members of the ex¬ 
pedition explored regions hitherto un¬ 
known and important scientific work 
was done by Lieut. Evelyn B. Baldwin 
of the United States weather bureau. 
Dr. Edward Hofma of Grand Haven, 
Mich., and A. Harlan of the United 
States coast survey. The expedition 
killed forty-seven bears and many wal- 
ruses. The Capella arrived at Cape 
Tegethoff in search of the expedition 
j u ° y 27 last. Atrg. 9 she met the Stella 
Polar, hearing the expedition headed by 
Prince Luigi, duke of Abruzzi, which 
had sailed from Archangel to recon- 
noiter northwest Franz Josef Land and 
to meet, if possible, the Wellman ex¬ 
pedition'. Mr. Wellman and his com¬ 
panions found no trace in Franz Josef 
Land of the missing aeronaut, Profes¬ 
sor Andree. 

The Wellman expedition was started 
in June, 1898, and is the second which 
he has led in search of the north pole, 
the first one having taken place in 1893 
an d 1894. On his first attempt Well¬ 
man's ship, the Ragnoald Jarl, was 
crushed in the ice, but he came -back 
undaunted, and determined to make the 
trial again. Mr. Wellman went abroad 
in 1S97, and laid his plans for the sec¬ 
ond expedition before Nansen, the ex 
plorer. He unfolded the details of : 
sledge trip of 110 days for 550 miles to 
the north pole by way of Franz Josef 
Land, which lies almost north from 
I-Nova’ Zembla, and had previously been 
I explored as far as latitude S2 and s-.J 
| that ho intended to establish a suppiy 
i station at Cape Flora, in latitude SO.

HOW IT IS DONE IN GERMANY. 


Tree Culture Is One of the Most Prizcle 
Occupations of tlie People. 

While congress and the several state 
legislatures have for years been flood¬ 
ed with petitions and proposed laws for 
the preservation of the forest trees of 
the country, nearly all of them more or 
less defective, the people of Germany 
have solved the problem with very lit¬ 
tle ado. Germany is an old country. 
Centuries ago what we might call its 
virgin timber was exhausted and the 
country found itself with a dense pop¬ 
ulation dependent on a limited area of 
land to supply its needs for wood ma¬ 
terial. What should they do? Should 
they stint their use in this direction 
to a niggardly amount? Should they 
call on the stock of newer countries 
for their supply? They did neither of 
these things. They went to work to 
develop the resources and capabilities 
of their own lands. The states and 
the nobles supported the work. Scien¬ 
tists labored and managers experiment¬ 
ed. Forest schools were established 
to spread through the land the knowl¬ 
edge that had been gained. Finally 
they piled up a mass of exact informa¬ 
tion about trees and everything re¬ 
lated to their life,and established a sys¬ 
tem of forest management that is one 
of the finest monuments of the thor¬ 
oughness, the conservatism and the pa¬ 
tience of the German race. And to¬ 
day the forest stands as one of the 
prime objects of the people s regard, a 
source of health, wealth and national 
independence.

A new style in globe-trotting has 
been inaugurated by J. F. Anderson 
of California, who arrived in this 
city the other day on his trip around 
the world, says the Philadelphia Rec¬ 
ord. Unlike his predecessors, he is not 
trying to break the record for fast 
time. On the contrary, if he makes 
any record it will be the long-time rec¬ 
ord, for he is devoting five years to 
his tour, two of which have been spent 
in visiting thirty-two states in this 
country. The remainder he will visit 
on his way to the Gulf of Mexico, he 
having left for the south. Mr. Am’ ■' 
son started from Pomona, Cal., m 
1897, and In a small, covered wagon 
drove into Mexico. On May 20 he left 
Mexico and drove up through Cali¬ 
fornia. In July he proceeded in the 
same manner through the timber re 
gions of Oregon and Washington and 
spent the winter on Puget so-'"' 1 
Crossing the Cascade mountains and 
the Idaho lava beds, he proceeded to 
Yellowstone park. After riding 6,000 
miles in his wagon he arrived m New 
York, where he sold his team 
bought a bicycle, on which he arrived 
in this city. In the early part of next 
year Mr. Anderson will leave for Lon¬ 
don, where he intends to visit the 
Christian Endeavor convention. After 
attending the Paris exposition he will 
cross the Alps and will go to Con¬ 
stantinople by water. Thence he will 
traverse Asia Minor in the same man¬ 
ner he traveled through this country. 
Yfter visiting Egypt; India, China and 
Japan he will return home by way or 
this country’s newly acquired posses¬ 
sions in the Pacific ocean. 


TRACING A COUNTERFEIT. 

Government Employ e*3 Wild Goose 
Chase on Track of Bad Bill. 

“The tracing of counterfeits back to 
the ‘sboveri is etirietts and exciting 
work," said an ex-government em¬ 
ploye. “One day hack in the seventies 
•a bank clerk in Cincinnati detected a 
‘queer’ $20 bill in the deposit of a 
small retail grocer. Be sent for me 
and I started to work. I found that 
the grocer had received the bill from 
a shoe dealer, who had it from a den¬ 
tist, who had it from somebody else, 
and so on, until I finally traced it to 
ail invalid woman who had used it to 
pay her physician, When questioned 
she said the money had been sent to 
her by her brother, who lived in New 
Orleans. I looked up her brother’s 
pedigree and was certain I had my 
man. He had a bad record, was the 
proprietor of a dive, and was just 
the sort of person likely to be a con¬ 
federate bf counterfeiters. I came here 
with the handcuffs in my pocket, but 
as things turned out I was a little 
prematurb.- The man proved to my 
complete satisfaction that he had re¬ 
ceived the money as rent for a small 
house he owned in Pittsburg. Thai, 
was discouraging, but I couldn’t give 
up after going so far, and took the 
next train for Pittsburg. The tenant 
of the house turned out to he a travel¬ 
ing oculist, who spent most of his 
time on the road. He was then away 
in the west, but I saw him on his re¬ 
turn, and he at once recognized tne 
bill. It had been given him by a pa¬ 
tient in Cincinnati, the very point 
from which I had started. The pa¬ 
tient was a boss carpenter. I got his 
address from the oculist and made a 
bee line for the city. I had a pie- 
monition that something very strange 
was going to happen, and I wasn t 
disappointed. The carpenter was an 
honest old fellow, and told me with¬ 
out hesitation that he had received the 

bill from Mr.-for repairing his 

barn. Mr. —— was the small grocer 
in whose bank deposit the counterfeit 
had turned up. I flew for his store as 
fast as a cab could carry me, and 
found it closed. He had skipped. Af¬ 
terward it was shown beyond question 
that he was the regular agent of 
gang. His shop was a meie 
That the bill which he gave the car¬ 
penter should get back again into his 
own till after traveling »11 around the 
continent was one of those miracles 
of chance for which then is no explan¬ 
ation.”—New Orleans Times-Dsmocrat 


SCIENTIFIC AND ^INDUSTRIAL. 

Electricity lias been used to soma 
extent for glass making. It is said 
that with tho '"electric arc, a pot of 
glass can be melted in a few minutes, 
which, in tho old process, would re¬ 
quire hours. _ 

Seventeen years ago a large part of 
Iceland was unexplored, and only 
twenty-live glaciers had been de¬ 
scribed. To-day 112 glaciers are 
known, and the whole island has been 
explored and the limits of eternal 
snow determined by the geologist. Dr. 
Thorodson. 

A Russian engineer has succeeded 
in discovering a practical method of 
making naphtha candles. These are 
composed of naphtha, petroleum, tal¬ 
low and a special substance to give ' 
tho candles consistence. They burn 
with a smokeless flame, and give out 
a powerful light. The inventor in¬ 
tends establishing a large factory for 
the production of these lights. 

An alloy of iron,nickel and aluminum 
containing twenty-nine per cent, of 
aluminum has been tried with success 
as a substitute for platinum for the 
leading in wires of incandescent 
lamps. The high coat of platinum 
has led inventors to experiment, with 
a view to obtaining an alloy having 
the same co-efficient of expansion as 
glass. The specific resistance of this’ 
alloy is quite high, being ten times 
that of platinum, but this slight draw¬ 
back will be more than offset by the 
low cost of tho material. 

Evelyn B. Baldwin, observer con¬ 
nected witlq the United States Weather 
Bureau, who was a member of the 
Wellman expedition to the Arctic 
regions, which recently returned to 
Tromosoe, Norway, arrived a few days 
ago in this country. Mr. Baldwin 
made valuable meteorological observa¬ 
tions. His most striking and im¬ 
portant contention is tbattbe electrical 
energy and force which produce the 
aurora borealis can—and one day will 
be—utilized by science as a power 
such as coal is used, to generate heat, 
steam, etc. _

ROMANCE OF ALUMINIUM. 

How a Roman Artificer Startled Tiber .us 
and Lost His Hoad. 

In ‘Naturae Historiarum,” where ref¬ 
erence is made to an incident^in Ro¬ 
man history which up to the time ot 
Sainte Claire Deviile has been over¬ 
looked by scientists for many centur- 
it is related by Pliny (23 A. D. to 
79 A. D.) that during the reign of the 
Emperor Tiberius (41 B. Cl, to 37 A. 
D.) a certain worker in metals (Fa¬ 
ber) appeared at the palace and show¬ 
ed a beautiful cup composed of a bril¬ 
liant white metal that shone like sil¬ 
ver. When the artificer was present¬ 
ing it to the emperor he purposely 
dropped it on the floor of the cham¬ 
ber. The goblet was so bruised by 
the fall that it seemed to be irretriev¬ 
ably” injured, but the workman took 
his nammer and, in the presence of 
tho court, repaired the damage with¬ 
out delay.

Before it was 
ended however, news came that the 
usurper had died of the poison. This 
canceled the order of execution and 
Jussef, instead of going to the scaffold, 
mounted the throne.

to himself and Jupiter. This answer 
was sufficient. The emperor had re¬ 
flected that if it were possible to ob¬ 
tain this metal from so common a 
substance as clay the value of gold 
and silver would be greatly reduced, 
so he determined to avert such a la¬ 
mentable catastrophe. He caused the 
workshops of the discoverer to be 
wholly destroyed, and the luckless ar¬ 
tificer was seized and decapitated, so 
that his secret might perish with him. 
M. Sainte Claire Deviile had no 
doubt that this metal was aluminum, 
and he asserted that the wanton cruel¬ 
ty of Tiberius had deprived the world 
of the valuable metal, which remain¬ 
ed undiscovered for eighteen centur¬ 
ies. The extraction of aluminum, dis¬ 
covered by the Roman craftsman in 
the .first century of the Christian era, 
thus became one of the lost arts.

An improvement on the usual form 
of bifocal lens for eyeglasses has just 
been brought out that should become 
cory popular with those whose vision 
require such a lous. In the ordinary 
type the two lenses for each eye are 
held or cemented together one above 
the other iu a frame. The improve¬ 
ment consists in placing the small 
short-focus lens insido tho larger 
long focus one, and near tho _ lower 
part of it; and the difference in tho 
magnifying power of the two is secured 
by making two lenses of glass having 
different refractive indices. The ap¬ 
pearance of the new glass is veiy 
good, as it has not tho conspicuous 
line of junction of the two halves 
across it; and whilo tho small lens 
can be seen inside the other, its pres¬ 
ence is not at all objectionable.

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Oats Grown After Cost-peas. 

On poor soil it hits been shosvn that 
where cowpeas were grown and the 
sines turned under, the yield of oats 
svas ton bushels per acre greater than 
where this crop followed German mil* 
let plowed under as a fertilizer. The 
same series of tests was made at the 
Alabama station and showed that oats 
o 11 eowpea stubble produced higher 
yields than whero tho vines were 
tinned under. This the station thinks 
was probably due to the fact that the 
vines were not properly buried and 
coisdqueu* 1' the stubble afforded a 
better seed bed. 


Th?> " op of tho Pail. 

There is an old saying among dairy¬ 
men hat the c.jw’s profits are at the 
.top of the pad. 'When feeding tliis 
should never be forgotten, and the 
dairy man. should make it his business 
to see that the feed is of such a char¬ 
acter that will allow the cow to put 
plenty of “top” to her milk. 

For an ordinary dairy cow a ration 
of twelve pounds of clover hay,twenty 
pounds of corn silage, four pounds of 
corn meal, four pounds of wheat bran, 
and four pounds of gluten meal will 
assist the animal greatly in accom¬ 
plishing the f at. It might also be 
well to bear in mind that a thorough¬ 
bred will greatly assist the milk in 
getting the “top.” 


Cutting; tlir. Chickens’ Wings. 

If a person cares to, it is possible to 
cut the wings when the chickens are 
young so that their flying ability will 
be effectually impaired for all time. 
This will often prove to be a great ad¬ 
vantage, especially with fowls of the 
Leghorn, Hamburg and Minorca 
breeds. This is, not difficult or pain¬ 
ful to tile chick, if done at the right 
time, and consists simply in cutting 
the wing at the last joint; the.portion 
cut off is but a trifle when the chick 
is young, but when it is developed 4t 
maket quite a material difference in 
its wing power, so much so that it is 
a comparatively small matter to eon- 
tine them, and so far as practicability 
is concerned, it does not impair tlieir 
useful qualities in the least. If the 
work is done when the chicken is 
about ten or twelve days old, it is 
scarcely painful, and the chick soon 
recovers its usual activity. 


to twice the quantity of bran, about 
one-half a scoopful of cut clover, a 
small, handful of oil meal alid what 
.table scraps or boiled potato parings 

1 happen to have. T mis the above 
with warm or scalding water and let 
it cool until just warm, when I feed 
ik If a little green bone be added, 
say an ounce to each hen three times 
a week, it would help it out greatly. 
Do not feed any more of this mash 
than they will eat up clean. About 
10 o’clock I scatter oats, also wheat 
—when I have it—in the litter on the 
floor of the scratching shed. This 
keeps them busy until noon when I 
feed any kind of green stuff that I 
have, such as cabbage leaves or pota¬ 
to parings. It is well to give a littlo 
chopped onion once in a while. About 

2 o’clqck I feed them their corn in 
the scratching shed, and they will find 
all of this by 4 o’clock when I give 
them all the boiled oats they will eat. 

I find that by feeding the corn in the 
scratching shed the fowls are much 
mure active in the morning than when 
they are fed on the bare floor and not 
compelled to exercise. If your chicken 
houses are not made with the open 
scratching sheds attached, try and 
arrange some place that will answer 
the purpose, and you will he repaid in 
the number of eggs you will get, also 
in the good health of your fowls. 

If your fowls are affected with roup 
I can recommend the following treat¬ 
ment as an infallible remedy: Go to 
your druggist and purchase five or ten 
cents worth of peroxide of hydrogen. 
If the .affected bird’s nostrils are 
stopped up, clean them out, and with 
a small syringe inject some of the hy¬ 
drogen into them; also swab the throat 
with a feather saturated with the hy¬ 
drogen. Then take a small cloth wet 
in the hydrogen and bathe the head. 
Eepeat this treatment two or three 
times daily until the the fowl is cured, 
which it will be in two or three days, 
except in cases of long standing. I 
have cured chickens that had the roup 
so badly that their tongues were 
swollen so that they were forced to 
hold their beaks open.—A. B. in the 
Agricultural Epitomist, 


Controlling tlio Potato Stalk Weevil. 

The adult weevil passes the winter 
in the potato stalk, where it develops. 
Tho easiest method of getting rid of 
it is to destroy till the potato vines 
after the crop has boeu remove:!. The 
sooner the potatoes are dug the bet- 
for. If the vines are left too long 
many of them will ret, leaving the 
roots together with one'or more wee¬ 
vils in the ground. Tho Kansas ex¬ 
periment station calls attention to the 
fact that there are certain very com¬ 
mon weeds which are in themselves 
great nuisances and aid in harboring 
the stalk weevil. These are ground 
cherry, stinkweed, cocklebur and bul 
nettle. These farmers should learn 
to recognize and keep out of potato 
fields. They should be pulled up 
roots and all and destroyed. If pull¬ 
ing is too expensive an operation the 
weeds should be cut down while young 
and allowed to dry up. Many of the 
larvae in the stalks will perish for 
want of proper food. 

Great care should always be taken 
to promote vigorous growth by clean 
culture and fertilization. Tho heavy 
vino does not suffer nearly so severely 
as one that is in any way weakened. 
The greatest injury occurs to vines of 
low vitality which have suffered al¬ 
ready from the attacks of other insects 
drouth or heat. Spraying with lon- 
dou purple and pavis green has been 
recommended and may be of some 
use. Sweeping tho vines with an in¬ 
sect net when the beetles are on the 
outside may result in getting rid of a 
great many of them. — New England 
Homestead. 


Kntuanees to Fields. 

In all country road making’ there is 
usually much plowing up of roadsides 
and scraping of tho soil into the mid¬ 
dle of tlie highway to make a good 
road bed. Most of this work is'worse 
than useless, though there are places 
where the open ditch beside the road 
operates as a drain and thus does some 
good. But in any case the farmer who 
owns land adjoining the road should 
insist that if the ditch is needed the 
highway overseer must bridge the 
open ditch so that it will not obstruct 
the' entrances to his fields. Out of 
those fields he will each year draw 
many loads of produce, and into them 
as many of manure. To have a good 
entrance to Ills fields is therefore 
the most important part of road mak¬ 
ing for him. Yet after the road tax is 
wortte.l out it is often found that a 
high but very narrow roadbed has been 
made i.i the centre of the highway, 
and a ditch between it and the gate 
that he vises to enter his fields. The 
only way for the fanner then to do is 
to make at his own expense a culvert 
for water to pass through, and cover 
it nearly as high as the roadbed. It 
will make a bad place to turn if tlie 
roadbed is narrow as well as h : gh. 

When a farmer has a few such ex¬ 
periences he will probably come to 
the conclusion that working out his 
tax under the average path master is 
about the dearest possible way to keep 
roads in good condition, even though 
he does not' have to pay out any 
mon,ey. The time is coining when 
deep underdrains beside the roadbed 
will"make only a very slight rise in 
the centre necessary to insure a good 
track. The deep drain should bo con¬ 
nected at frequent intervals with tho 
loose stone o: underdrain under tho 
roadbed itself. This will keep the 
road always dry, and it will make it 
easy to turn out without breaking- 
down or overturning an overloaded 
wagon. Then with a wide gate, so us 
to avoid danger of hitting either side 
when a loaded wagon goes through, 
there will be fewer losses by breakage 
of wheels, axles or gate posts, and the 
farmer will have the benefits of tho 
good road as much as those who merely 
drive on its roadbed.—American Cul¬ 
tivator. 

Winter Feeding and Konp. 

During winter in the morning I feed 
a warm mash composed of one scoop¬ 
ful of oats aud corn, ground together, 


Effect of Good Stabling:. 

In a perfect stable with all the con¬ 
ditions jnst right, about 18 pounds of 
good mixed hay a day will be used by 
a 1000-pound cow to simply exist, 
writes J. S. Woodward in Hoards’ 
Dairyman. If no food is given be¬ 
yond this, no production of milk can 
take place except at the expense of the 
cow’s condition. Dr. Lehman made 
some very instructive experiments in 
which a flood of light is thrown on 
this question of feeding cows. He 
shows that tho same cow that was 
kept in tho pink of condition on 18 
pounds of dry matter in-hay, ate all 
the way up to 25 pounds as she was 
placed in less favored conditions. 
That when turned out for a couple of 
hours each day, as ,cows are usually 
treated, she ate 21 pounds with no 
gam of milk production. He then 
continued to allow the cost of milk 
production in food beyond this point. 

His experiments were very instruc¬ 
tive, showing that when eating 25 
pounds dry matter in a cold stable no 
milk resulted, and the same when eat¬ 
ing 18 to 21 pounds under more favor¬ 
able conditions, so that in each case, 
the food eaten was entirely wasted so 
far as production of milk was con¬ 
cerned. That when eating 25 pounds 
of dry matter, under ordinary condi¬ 
tions', 11 pounds of milk was made at 
an expense of 2,27 pounds of dry mat¬ 
ter for each pound. 

But as the ration was increased for 
each two pounds of dry matter, the in¬ 
crease of milk was about 5.6, and at a 
gradual reduction in the amount of 
dry matter to produce a pound of 
milk. 

The conclusions of the above turns a 
bright light on one grave mistake often 
made, that of deficient feeding. 

A bright, clear headed man will 
look into this question, and will see 
that the milk costing the least is pro¬ 
duced wliau the cow is fed an abun¬ 
dant ratio'h, properly balanced. We 
ha ■ e oft en heard farmers remark con- 
ce ’ngMt, neignbor who was a liberal 
feeder? “Yes, I know he gets lots of 
milk, but it costs him all it is worth 
in feeding.” 

By the above it will be seen that it 
took just about half the food to pro¬ 
duce a pound of milk when the cow 
was fed 32 pounds of dry matter that 
it did when she was fed 25 pounds, 
conditions being the same. Many 
feed their cows only about enough to 
maintain life. They get but little 
milk, and what they get costs high. 


WEARING MEN OUT. 

Business Habits of This Age Are Heart- 
ing to Madness. 

Business men aue today being 
driven to the madhouse as they were 
never driven before. And why? 
Chiefly because they cannot or will 
not allow themselves time in which to 
refresh their jaded brains. Nature 
has equipped us with no more exquis¬ 
itely comxfie.x piece of mechanism 
than the brain. It is capable of with¬ 
standing tremendous strains, but be¬ 
cause it does not always cry out, like 
our limbs, when it is tired, we are apt 
to forget there is a limit to its endur¬ 
ance. Like the pirate omnibus horse, 
it is flogged up hill and down^ dale 
until alter ipute protests, it finally 
collapses. How, then, can we make 
tolerably sure of keeping sane? This 
question can be be3t answered per¬ 
haps by citing a few examples of men 
who have not succeeded in keeping 
sane. 

There has lately died in the Dortn 
of England a well-known accountant, 
who for seven years never took a holi¬ 
day. In splendid practice, he was 
anxious to amass a fortune and retire 
early. After being five years in per¬ 
petual harness his brain began to 
show signals of distress. He was not 
so quick at figures as he used to be, 
nor so accurate. It was plain that his 
mind required rest. He refused to 
obey the niaudate of exhausted natuie, 
however, aud stuck to his books, iwo 
years later his brain gave u ay to such 
an extent that he was unable to repeat 
the multiplication table. Subsequently 
his mind*became a total blank, and, 
though perfectly conscious, he died 
without even recoguiziug his wife. 

Even doctors do not invariably keep 
sane. A popular member of the pro¬ 
fession succumbed to insanity last 
year. His brain warned him of what 
was in store for him, but he had. 
jumped into a big practice which 
brought him big fees. The first indi¬ 
cation of mental disturbance was his 
inability to remember names of pa¬ 
tients. Impaired memory is a certain 
sign of brain exhaustion and want of 
repose, but the doctor disregarded it. 
The result was that he developed into 
a hopeless idiot. 

An enormous amount of insanity 
can be traced to the habit indulged in 
by business people of taking their 
work home with them. The men who 
achieve most success in life and live 
to enjoy the fruits of their labors are 
those who, confining their commer¬ 
cial operations strictly to office hours, 
dovote their evenings to their families, 
or to the pursuit of some hobby. The 
best brain tonic is change of occupa¬ 
tion. Yet some of the richest men, 
while.maintaining their brains at con¬ 
cert pitch throughout the day, spend 
their after-dinner hours in devising 
plans for acquiring wealth. The dis¬ 
astrous consequences of their folly 
they discover when it is too late. 

One day about five years ago a city 
merchant, who boasted that he had 
never wasted an hour, ordered some 
soup at a restaurant. ^ Strangely 
enough, just as he took the first mouth¬ 
ful, his brain seemed to snap. From 
that moment his gold might have been 
so many bricks for all the use it was 
to' him, for he starved himself to death. 
Nature had repeatedly held oat the 
red flag to this persistent money grub¬ 
ber. For some time he had been un¬ 
able to fix his attention on any sub¬ 
ject; when writing, his flow of^ words 
was deficient and his spelling inaccu¬ 
rate, but he preferred to thrash his 
brain to destruction rather than lose a 
few sovereigns. Mind wandering is 
one of the first precursors of mental 
decay, but the fault can be remedied 
by relaxation—by forgetting the cares 
of business of an evening and brac¬ 
ing the mind with fresh interests.

Brockton's prosperity is so closely allied 
to the prosperity of the shoe industry that it 
will, no doubt, prove a matter of interest to a 
large number of people to learn the actual 
average earning capacity of each individual 
employed in the making of the world-famed 
Brockton shoe. For illustration: At ‘.he fac¬ 
tory of the W. L. Douglass Shoe company the 
pay roll for tho week ending Sept. 80, exclud¬ 
ing superintendent, foremen, salesmen and 
all clerical help, shows the average earnings 
of the employes, large and small, to be $15.51 
per week. This was not an extraordinary 
week. It was the customary pay roll. 

The amount earned per week, however, 
does not always tell the story of prosperity. 
The number of weeks employed each year is 
the'determining factor in the wage earners’ 
prosperity.

VELOCITY OF FALLING. 

In a Vacuum All Fall Alike—Not So in 
tlie Atmosphere. 

The old-time query as to which of 
the two, a pound of lead or a pound 
of feathers, dropped front the same 
height at the same time, would first 
reach the ground, seems ever new, 
Someone propounded it to the wise 
man of the Scientific American last 
week, using instead of lead and feath¬ 
ers an ounce and a ton of iron. And 
this is how the wise man responded: 

“This matter was put to the test of 
experiment by Galileo at the leaning 
tower of Pisa in the seventeenth cen¬ 
tury, with two balls of lead, weighing 
one and ten pounds respectively. The 
followers of Aristotle had taught for 
centuries that the balls would fall in 
proportion to their weights, the heavier 
one falling the faster. Galileo pointed 
out the fact that the lighter one would 
reach tho ground first because the air 
would resist the fall of the larger one 
more than it would that of tho smaller. 
He had previously demonstrated the 
law of falling bodies that the velocity 
under the action of gravity is inde¬ 
pendent of the mass of the body. Ex¬ 
periment confirmed his position. The 
small ball reached the earth first. In 
vacuum all bodies fall with tho same 
velocity through any distance. As a 
practical statement, it may be taken 
as true that small dense bodies will 
conform to the theoretical laws, falling 
any distance less than 209 fee,;, in the 
atmosphere. But with an ounce and 
a ton there would he a percejttible 
difference. Tho ounce ball would fall 
the faster. Facts like this are nowa¬ 
days demonstrated by even elementary 
students in almost every class in 
physics in the country.”

Dr. Charles M. Shepard, special 
agent in charge of tea culture investi¬ 
gations, has prepared a report on the 
results of experiments on the Pinehurst 
estate at Summerville, S. C., says the 
government agricultural report. The 
problem of raising tea in the southern 
part of the United States has been dis¬ 
cussed for many years, but until re¬ 
cently the results did not warrant tho 
hope that the undertaking could be 
made profitable. Dr. Shepard has, 
however, demonstrated that the indus¬ 
try of tea culture in this country is 
possible. The crop this season amounts 
to nearly 3,000 pounds. The report 
states that from the results obtained 
on the Pinehurst plantation it seems 
probable that tho cultivation of tea can 
be made profitable in the warmer por¬ 
tions of the United States in two ways. 
One i3 by establishing a plantation on 
the scale of the experiment at Summer¬ 
ville, with capital suflicient to carry 
the work to a point where tho product 
can be offered on equal terms with teas 
holding an established place in the 
markets of the country. The other is 
to grow tea for home use in the farm 
garden. In either case, tea growing 
can be undertaken safely only where 
the temperature rarely goes below zero, 
and where a liberal supply of -water 
can bo depended upon. There is prob¬ 
ably no place in the United Statos 
where the rainfall is sufficient for the 
best results with tho tea plant, and 
irrigation should, where possible, be 
X>rovided for in tea growing.

The principal reason ad 
anced to explain the scarcity of rub¬ 
ber is the great difficulty in securing 
enough men to go into the forests 
along the Amazon aud tap the trees 
There is no immediate danger of any 
great shortage iu tho supply of rubber, 
but conservative opinion iu tho Ama¬ 
zon district holds that there is sure to 
be a steady diminution of the output 
for two very cogent reasons: first-, the 
trees growing near the banks of the 
iver are naturally the first to be 
lapped, and as a result are now beoom 
ing exhausted, the milk becoming 
poorer every year; second, tho river 
banks have all been worked inland for 
a distance of about three miles from 
the banks, and in order to reach the 
fresh, untouched rubber trees deeptjr 
in the forest, a longer time aud a much 
larger number of men will be required. 
The finest rubber forests are now said 
to be along the Purus river, one of the 
large tributaries of the Amazon from 
the south.

State Quarantines Have Been Lifted. 
Interest in the- State Bair—Former 
Alaoamian Murdered in New 
York—-A Heavy Sentence. 


Disastrous Fire at Thomasville. 

Thomasville, a small city on the 
Southern railroad, was almost wiped 
from the map Thursday night by a 
disastrous-fire. About 10:30 o’clock 
tho store of N. B. Boyle, one of the 
principal firms of tho city, was dis¬ 
covered on fire. The flames, fanned 
by the wind that was blowing, rap¬ 
idly spread from building to building, 
until the hotel, livery stable, bank, 
Postal telegraph office and warehouse 
were on fire. The latter contained 
S70 bales of cotton, which were de¬ 
stroyed. The lowest calculation of 
those who know the city and that 
section of it which was burned place 
the damage at not less than $75,000. 
On tho side of the railroad where the 
fire started but one store is left to 
show where existed the principal por 
tion of rhomasville. 


Batch of Prisoners for Columbus, O. 

Thirty-four convicted prisoners ol 
the United States courts, sentenced 
to terms in the penitentiary at Col¬ 
umbus, O., for illicit distilling, coun¬ 
terfeiting and kindred crimes, were 
taken from Huntsville to Columbus, 
O., Saturday by Marshal Dan Cooper 
and eight deputies. The moonshiners 
received an average sentence of fif¬ 
teen months in the penitentiary. 

Among the number is John L. 
Baisden, sentenced to two years for 
illicit distilling. Baisden is a promi¬ 
nent citizen of Colbert county, and 
made a strong defense during tlu 
tnal of his case. His attorneys are 
Judge William Richardson, Lee Cow¬ 
art and John H. Wallace and the 
case has been appealed to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals at 
New Orleans. 


RURAL FREE DELIVERY. 


Groat Interest in tho State Fair. 

President A. E. Caffee, of the Ala¬ 
bama State Fair Association, arrived 
in Birmingham Friday. Immediate¬ 
ly upon his arrival a reporter saw 
him and asked him what was the 
prospects of visitors from South Ala¬ 
bama to the State fair. He replied: 

“I have never seen such Interest 
in an affair of the kind in Alabama 
in my life. Everywhere I go I hear 
of lots and cords of people who are 
coming to the exhibition. There 
seems to be a universal desire to see 
Birmingham and enjoy its festivities 
next week. I am just from Mont¬ 
gomery and can report that tho peo¬ 
ple of the Capital City are coming in 
large numbers. It is the same way 
all over the state.” 


Frederick Ilnrdy Was Murdered. 

Additional proof that Frederick 
Hardy, Jr,, tho young art student 
from Tennessee, formerly of Bir¬ 
mingham, was murdered on the 
shore drive near Fort Hamilton, 
Brooklyn, came to light Friday. The 
day after Hardy was last seen, Octo¬ 
ber 28, a carpenter found On the 
slope leading from the shore drivo to 
the waters of the Narrows, an Alpine 
hat and pocketbook, which were 
Hardy’s. The pocketbook was empty 
except for some photographs of rela¬ 
tives of tho young man. 

No importance was attached to the 
finding of tho articles until the dis¬ 
covery of Hardy’s corpse in the water 
at Koyport, N. J., when the hat and 
pocketbook were taken to the police 
station. The friends of tho mur¬ 
dered man identified them. 


State Fair Opened. 

The State Fair opened Tuesday. 
Much has been said and written of 
the coming State Fair and of the 
crowds which will sur^e through the 
streets of Birmingham to the music 
of tin horns, grinding organs, brass 
bands and every conceivable kind of 
noise-making apparatus,but one who 
has not visited the grounds can not 
conceive of the great work achieved 
by the association in the short time 
in which it has had to Work. Today 
tho fair grounds present a scene of 
transformation. From an old deserted 
park, hundreds of small buildings 
have sprung up and their white glis¬ 
tening walls tell a wonderful story of 
the enterprise of the management. 


The System Is Heartily Advocated by 
Perry S. Heath. 

A vigorous plea for rural free de¬ 
livery is made in the annual report 
of First Assistant Postmaster-Gen¬ 
eral Perry S. Heath, made public 
Sunday. Mr. Heath says the ser¬ 
vice so far has resulted in increased 
postal receipts; enhancement of the 
value of farm lands reached by rural 
free delivery of from $2 to $8 per 
acre; a general improvement of the 
condition of the roads traversed by 
the rural carrier; better prices for 
farm products, the producers being 
brought into daily touch with the 
state of the markets, besides educa¬ 
tional benefits conferred by relieving 
the monotony of farm life through 
ready accounts to wholesome litera¬ 
ture and knowledge of current events. 

On Nov. 1 rural free delivery was 
in successful operation over 883 ser¬ 
vice lines, radiating over forty states 
and one territory, Idaho, Wyoming, 
Mississippi and Montana being the 
only states unrepresented. Between 
the beginning of the new fiscal year, 
July 1,1899, and Nov. 1, at an addi¬ 
tional expenditure of $150,000, rural 
free delivery has been extended to 
nearly 180,000 persons at an annual 
cost of about 84 cents per capita 
against an average per capita cost ot 
$2.80 in small towns of 5,000 popu¬ 
lation.

Colcsburg- Surrenders. 

A special dispatch from Cape 
Town, dated November 2, says the 
Boers occupied Colesburg, Cape Col¬ 
ony, on Wednesday, meeting with no 
resistance from the local police, who 
yielded to superior forces. 


Reported Capture of Ladysmith 

The Belgian newspapers continue 
to publish telegrams from Amster¬ 
dam and Berlin reporting the cap¬ 
ture of Ladysmith, but no such in¬ 
formation has been received at the 
official residence of Dr. Leyds. 


General Otis Cables That Several Have 
Been Killed and Captured. 

The war department has received 
the following cablegram: 

‘‘Manila.— On first instant Lieu 
tenant Slavens and eighteen men re- 
connoitered MacArthur's front 
struck forty or more entrenched in 
surgents. Immediately attacked and 
dispersed them, killing three and 
wounding a number. No casualties. 

‘‘Lawton’s advance at Aliago 
struck enemy both west and south 
of city. Batson’s Macabbee scouts, 
reconnoitering south, struck insur 
gents in ambush.

Quarantine Lifted. 

A special meeting of the board of 
health was held in Mobile Friday to 
consider the quarantine situation. 
State Health Officer Sanders and Sur¬ 
geon McIntosh, of the Marine Hospi¬ 
tal service, were present. It was the 
consensus of opinion that there is no 
longer danger of infection of yellow 
fever, and it was decided that all 
quarantine restrictions should be re¬ 
moved after Saturday. 

A Heavy Sentence. 

The trial of Robert M. Roust, the 
legless slayer of-John James, came to 
an end in the criminal cout of Bir¬ 
mingham Friday, and he was found 
guilty as charged in the indictment 
and the punishment was fixed at 
twenty-five years in tho penitentiary. 
The conviction and heavy sentence 
did not appear to disturb Roust 
much. He is a man of unusually 
happy disposition. 


The Governor Takes Action. 

Governor Johnston, upon the ad¬ 
vice of the state board of health, has 
caused the quarantine in the state 
against the yellow fever infected dis¬ 
trict of Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Florida to be raised. In addition to 
the land quarantine, quarantine of 
Mobile bay was also lifted Saturday. 


Prohibitionists. 

The candidates for office in Lime¬ 
stone county have signed and pub¬ 
lished a pledge that they will neither 
. give, nor so far as they can prevent, 
allow anyone else to give, whisky to 
voters of this county during the cam 
paign. 

W. N . Haynes, a prominent planter 
and politician of the southern part 
Limestone county, formerly a state 
senator, has announced for the legis¬ 
lature. 


Imluatries at North Birmingham. 

Surveys for the buildings of the 
Dimmick Pipe company at North 
Birmingham have been made and a 
force of men put to work excavating 
and otherwise preparing for the con¬ 
struction of the buildings. 

Representatives of the company 
that recently bought the old Hen- 
derson steel plant at North Birming¬ 
ham are expected in the city this 
week and with them will come a 
force of expert steel men who will at 
once go to work overhauling the old 
plant. The repair work will bo push¬ 
ed with all possible haste. 


Dr. W. K. Newton, who is attend¬ 
ing Vice-President Hobart, Sunday 
consented to talk about his patient.

He might drop off at any 
moment, and he might go for three or 
four days, so remarkable has been his 
vitality all during liis serious Llness. 


Colenso Evacuated. 

It is officially announced in Lon¬ 
don that the British have evacuated 
Oolenso, south of Ladysmith. 

The war office has issued tho fol¬ 
lowing statement: -The colonial 
office has received information to tho 
effect that the British troops have 
withdrawn from Colenso and have 
concentrated further south, but we 
have no news of any engagements in 
that neighborhood. 

A BITTER PILL. 

Fears That the War Office is Suppressing: 
Bad News. 

News that Colenso has been evac¬ 
uated was another bitter pill for the 
British public, and is arousing fears 
that the continental statements of a 
second serious defeat of General 
White may prove true. A significent 
fact is that tho war office does not say 
when Colenso was evacuated, so the 
statement which emaninated from 
Dr. Leyds, the diplomatic representa¬ 
tive of the Transvaal, who is located 
at Brussells, that 1 Ho Boers had occu¬ 
pied Ladysmith, was positively true. 
There is much apprehension that the 
war office is suppressing bad news. 

The dispatches say that the forces 
of the Orange Free State have at 
length prepared to invade Cape Col¬ 
ony. 


Prisoners in Santiago Object to 
Uniform. 

There was almost a riot in the San¬ 
tiago, Cuba, prison Saturday whon the 
order was enforced respecting the 
use of conventional convict uniforms 
of stripes with clipped hair and clean 
shaven faces. The prisoners flatly 
refused to comply and the prison offi- 
ials were compelled to use force. In 
several instances prisoners were bound 
luring the shearing operation. All 
onsidered the new regulation im¬ 
poses the lowest degradation. 

It turns out that the wrecks of the 
warships of Admiral Cervera’s squad¬ 
ron are more than gold mines for the 
wreckers. Last Tuesday somo wreckers 
atte.mptod to board the Christobal 
Colon, but found it already occupied 
by another party who considered 
the wreck their property. A fierce 
fight ensued, in which one man was 
killed and several wounded. It is 
said that $4,000 in gold was recovered 
from one of tho derelicts.

Strike of Short Duration. 

The Alabama Cotton Oil mills, at 
Huntsville, resumed operation after 
a few hours’ inactivity caused by a 
strike among the colored employees. 
Wages were reduced and most of the 
operatives walked out. A majority 
of them returned to work and vacant 
places were filled by new negroes. 


Schooner Celina Lost. 

Tiie captain and crew of the 
schooner Celina, from Philadelphia, 
October 9, for Galveston, which 
struck a reef off Cherokee sound, 
Abaco, October 23, drove over and 
lay between the reefs while a heavy 
sea was running, have arrived at Nas¬ 
sau, N. P. They report that the 
vessel and her cargo have been lost, 
but that the materials have 
been saved. 


Tho Colombian Forces Badly Whipped 
by Revolutionists. 

Columbian advices and private di¬ 
rect advices contradict tho story re¬ 
ceived in censored cables of the de¬ 
struction of the Colombian insurgent 
fleet, which now resolves itself into 
the capture of a few small boats con¬ 
veying 200 insurgents, of whom 
twenty were killed. The others es¬ 
caped ashore. 

A great battle was fought Octobci 
3, ten miles outside of Barranquilla, 
and-resulted in the defeat of the gov¬ 
ernment forces with the Joss of 80C 
killed and 100 wounded. The army 
was routed and its equipments were 
captured. 

A vessel 1 has arrived at Barran¬ 
quilla from Curacoa with 600 insur¬ 
gent reinforcements and a quantity 
of arms and munitions. The revolu¬ 
tion is spreading rapidly. 


Cancelled Bonds. 

The Board of Revenue of Jefferson 
county met Saturday and issued a 
warrant for $20,000 to redeem the old 
county jail and alms house bonds, 
whose redemption was ordered some 
time ago.

He wore a ragged shirt and 
patched breeches and cowhide boots, 
People said that Reuben was making 
a gentleman of himself and learning a 
trade in the bargain. 

In two years Reuben had completed 
his appenticeship. He was now earn 
ing $10 a week. He boarded in a house 
that had a fancy veranda and green 
blinds. His clothes improved. Lucien 
was still ragged, but he paid his inter 
ost and $300 on his principal. People 
said that Reuben was bound to come to 
the front. 

Reuben became foreman of the shop 
at $50 a month. He bought a house 
and lot on the installment plan and 
paid for it within five years. The 
country- people called upon him and 
ate dinner when they went to town 
Lucien paid off the mortgage and own 
ed the farm. People said that Reuben 
and Lucien were good citizens. 

In ten years more Reuben was still 
foreman of the shop. He received the 
same wages. He lived in the same 
house. He wore the same cut of shirt 
and the same kind of pointed shoes. 
He smoked Havana cigars. Lucien 
built a new house and barn. He had 
good carriage and a driving horse. 
He smoked a pipe. The neighbors saw 
that every year he made some improve¬ 
ment on the farm. The barn was full 
of tools. He wore a white shirt when 
he went to town and he had a pair of 
button shoes. People said that Lucien 
was becoming a prominent man; aud 
his word was good at the bank. 

Reuben began to complain that har¬ 
ness making was too confining. His 
health was breaking down. The pro¬ 
prietor of th'e shop was selfish and 
would not die and leave the business 
to him. Harness making was not 
what it used to be. He went fishing 
when he wanted to. Reuben came out 
now and then to spend a Sunday. The 
birds seemed to sing more sweetly than 
ever before, and the grass was green¬ 
er. Lucien indorsed Reuben’s note. 

Lucien has pigs and cows aud sheep 
and chickens and turkeys and horses, 
lie raises potatoes and beans and corn 
and wheat and garden stuff and 
fruits. He buys his groceries, tobacco 
and clothes. Reuben buys everything. 
At the close of- the year Lucien 
$100 to $300 in the bank or he takes a 
trip to Boston. Reuben does well if 
lie comes out even. Lucien does not 
fret. Reuben grumbles.—Professor L. 
H. Bailey of Cornell University, in the 
Review of Reviews.

Walrus Whiskers. 

“Of all the curious articles of com¬ 
merce that you have ever mentionel in 
print I have never seen one more 
strange than a ‘line’ I regularly send 
to China, to the Brazils, and in very 
large quantities to Russia.” 

The speaker was a “foreign mer¬ 
chant,” and he was addressing a con¬ 
tributor who had made a specialty of 
paragraphs dealing with out-of-the- 
way occupations. 

“The article I refer to are toothpicks 
that are made from the walrus whis¬ 
kers. Vast quantities of the stiff, thick 
whiskers of the walrus arc shipped 
from Alaska chiefly, to myself, and to 
some others in England. Those who 
send them pull them out one by one 
with special tweezers, a"nd after the 
whiskers have been trimmed and stif¬ 
fened here they are made up into bun¬ 
dles and sent abroad. 

“The higher class Chinese seem to 
use no other kind of toothpicks, and 
the more wealthy of the Russians al¬ 
ways use them at their clubs and ho¬ 
tels. I send out some thousands of 
bundles yearly, aud though to the buy 
er they are much dearer, as well as 
more ornamental, they have plenty of 
profit to the dealer. They have begun 
to creep into strong favor at West End 
clubs, and last year I executed some 
scores of English orders.” 


BOOKKEEPING BY KNOTS. 

How the Natives of Peru Uso the Kipa 
Instead of Figures. 

Dr. Max Uhle, a distinguished Ger¬ 
man scientist, has been for many 
years engaged in archaeological ex¬ 
plorations in Peru. 

Among other important discoveries

of Dr. Uhle is the kipu, a collection 
of knotted strings, of different colors 
which were used by the peoples of the 
ancient civilizations of Peru, Ecuador 
and Bolivia for the purpose of keep¬ 
ing accounts. They had no written 
language and no system of figures. 
Their arithmetic consisted Holely of 
little knotted strings. Among the 
primitive villages of tho Andes, the 
descendants of the Incas depend up¬ 
on the kipu for keeping accounts, and 
Dr. Uhle was so fortunate as to dis¬ 
cover them in the hands of Indian 
herdsmen, who used them so skill¬ 
fully that they are able to make a rec¬ 
ord for every animal, every bushel of 
feed and article of property that is in¬ 
trusted to their care. The colors of 
the different strings represent differ¬ 
ent articles, such as barley, coru, 
sheep, rams, ewes, lambs, horses, 
etc., while the knots, by their size 
and distauce from each other, express 
hundreds, tens and units, in such a 
manner as to accurately include the 
decimals. 


Stole From Queen YFilhelmlnn. 

An extraordinary case of theft is re¬ 
ported from The Hague, the victim 
being no less a personage than Queen 
Wilhelmiha herself. Tho culprit ap¬ 
pears to be the person to whom the 
safe custody of the young Queen’s 
valuables was intrusted. The stolen 
articles consist of very valuable gold 
and silver toilet pieces, and seem to 
have been abstracted from Her Ma¬ 
jesty’s dressing room. Their disap¬ 
pearance was the cause of inquiries be¬ 
ing made, and when the bulk of them 
were discovered iu the possession of a 
silversmith, he stated that he had 
bought them from the official iu ques¬ 
tion, who has now absconded.

sg.. HE -wliole of Eu- 
rope is -watching 
Great Britain at 
this crucial mo¬ 
ment. in her mili¬ 
tary affairs. For¬ 
eign statesmen 
and military ex¬ 
perts regard the 
rosult of the war 
■with the Boers as 
a foregone con¬ 
clusion. What they scan with such 
anxious interest is her tremendous 
preparations for the contest. 

By the result of these efforts will 
her strength be gauged. In assem¬ 
bling an army twice as large 
as that which she sent to the Crimes 
and considerably greater than Well 
ington’s force at Waterloo, Euglanc 
is offering an illustration, for th< 
first time in many decades,of her abil¬ 
ity to fight on the land. 

Although her naval strength has of¬ 
ten been demonstrated to advantage 
it has still been a matter of doubi 
whether her military arm would com¬ 
pare favorably with that of continenta 
nations, and in the throes of such p. 
test she has been engaged recently 
day and night. 

Gangs of men are working incessant 
ly at the ports on England’s shores, 
transforming liners into troop ships. 
Largely augmented forces are cease¬ 
lessly turning out ammunition and 
ordna"-ce stores. 

Meanwhile the men for whom these 
implements of war are being made are 
pouring out of barracks to the ports, 
standing by to embark, drilling, man¬ 
oeuvring and practising at targets 
every spare hour. The reserves are 



fierce fighting of the British on laud in¬ 
vaded by their forces. He took part m 
the actions of Tel-el-Keber and of Kas- 
sassin during the Egyptian war of 1882, 
and served with distinction under 
Wolseley in the Sudan expedition of 
1884 It is the opinion of good judges

No matter what the general opinion 
may be as to the merits of the quarrel 
between England and the Transvaal, 
all the world believes that the former 
will freely spend both blood and treas¬ 
ure to establish her side of the argu¬ 
ment.

The Boer, of 
corirse, will just as cheerfully shoot at 
a guardsman or a Gordon as at a 
meaner mark, but it should always bo 
remembered, in measuring the rela¬ 
tive value of the two armies, that while 
the burgher has no regimental tradi¬ 
tions and morale to preserve, the Briton 
has both, coupled with a devotion to 
his Queen,which should pretty nearly 
match the patriotic ardor of his Dutch 
antagonist.

and Boberts, Buller stands head aud 
shoulders over any geueral now in the 
British army. 

The excellent Boer marksmanship, 
combined witli the fact that it is an 
unwritten rule in the British army 
that officers must always stand under 
fire even though the men are lying 
down, makes mourning probable in 
many a noble British house. 

The Admiralty is perhaps more on 
trial than the army, especially as it is 
well known that General Lord Garnet 
Wolseley, the Oommander-in-Chief, 
does not approve a system which gives 
the nary such far-reaching power in 
transporting troops. 

In 1882 Great Britain despatched 
fifteen thousand troops in three weeks 
to Alexandria, Egypt, a feat that elicit¬ 
ed the intense admiration of Count 
von Moltke, but the task of shipping 
more than fifty-two thousand men has 
no parallel in the history of England. 

Already two brauches of the service 
are beginning to blame each other for 
various delays, but it is scarcely ap¬ 
parent that there has yet been any 
serious lack of facilities. 

The ship brokers have undoubtedly 
worked something like a corner on the 
Admiralty, as they did during the 
Hispano-American War, and the re¬ 
cent breakdown of two transports is 


civil to military life were 
everyday occurrence. 

The huge mobilization at Aldershot 
is now in charge of Major-General 
Thomas ICelly-Kenny, Inspector-Gen¬ 
eral of Auxiliary Forces and Recruit¬ 
ing, who has succeeded General Sir 
Kedvers Buller. All the work is new. 

- It is the first time that anything of 
the kind has been attempted since the 
short-servica system went into effect. 

A visit to Aldershot produces the irn- 
pressiou that everything is going like 
clockwork, but it is too early yet to 
express a definite opinion regarding 
the British mobilization. 

For the reserves themselves, who 
are obliged to leave tlveir wives and 
families on a pitiful pittance from the 
Government, much public sympathy 
has been aroused, exemplifying the 
truth of Budyard Kipling’s jeer, “A 
special train for Atkins when the blind 
begins to play.” 

A number of reserves who were not 
called out have asked to be allowed to 
serve in South Africa, and a similar 
spirit of spontaneous, practical patriot¬ 
ism is seen on all sides. Sir Bedvers 
Buller’s force includes the flower of 
the English n .bility. 

Sir Bedvers Henry Buller is an old 
campaigner, who has served his time 
in the councry to which he is going, 
and who is regarded in London as the 
most capable man for the command.

Foreigners in the Transvaal. 

E. H. Eedferu writes the Chicago 
Record as follows; As one who has 
lived for two years in South Africa I 
may be pardoned for clearing up some 
of the popular misapprehensions re¬ 
garding foreigners in that country. 
Ihe Transvaal is a republic only in 
name; it is dominated by a ring as 
effectively as New York was bossed in 
the days of Tweed. The great mass 
of the Dutch aro densely ignorant and 
superstitious. They are opposed to 
all progress; they do not know how to 
use their sudden wealth. The gold 
produced by the energy and capital of 
foreigners would remain in the bowels 
of the earth as far as any effort on the 
part of tho Dutch is concerned. The 
foreigners pay eight-tenths of the 
taxes, yet have no partin the govern¬ 
ment. Johannesburg is denied its 
own municipal laws. Tho whole situ¬ 
ation is one of tyranny aud oppression, 
revolting to liberty-loving Americans. 
The cry that foreigners who dislike 
the laws of the Transvaal need not 
stay there is idle and useless. The 
fact that these foreigners are Ameri¬ 
cans, English, Scotch, Germans aud 
Australians is no reason why they 
should be singled out for UDjust dis¬ 
crimination, especially so when they 
have made the country what it is. 
The government of the Transvaal me¬ 
dieval. If it refuses to keep pace 
with civitizaion let it get out of the 
way. The Anglo-Saxon must be su¬ 
preme in South Africa. Dutch brav¬ 
ado will cut a sorry figure when once 
the British army settles down to the 
real business of war. 


Kept Well His Faith. 

An old man, a Buddhist, went to 
visit a Wesleyan missionary at Oeylon.

sions have I caught some fish. So you 
see I have plenty of merit, and I shall 
be born well in my next life.” 


She Holds Her Body as Straight as the 
Walls of a House. 

The carriage and walk of the native 
women of Manila are thus described 
by a returning traveler: 

“As a rule the women of all classes 
are as straight as the walls of a house, 
if not straighter. A plum-line drop¬ 
ped from the nape of the neck would, 
in most instances, fall well behind the 
heels. But the gait is a peculiar 
swing which is quite noticeable. Some 
charge this, as well as the straight¬ 
ness, to their habit of carrying all 
burdens, from a cake of soap to a house 
and lot, on the top of the head. That 
is probably the cause of the erect 
bearing, but I think the peculiar gait 
duo to a certain swing of the limbs 
required for keeping the shoes on the 
foet. The local woman’s shoe cou- 
sists usually of a flat sole with a toe- 
cap. Sometimes the cap has room 
for all the toes, sometimes not. 

Often the sole is raised from the 
ground by wooden heels and soles— 
blocks like, but lower than those 
used by the Japanese. Stockings are 
not usually worn. Let my ‘gentle 
reader’ take a pair of her little slip¬ 
pers and cut away from the soles all 
of the superstructure except a cap that 
will just about cover her toes, and 
after sticking her toes into them try 
to walk around her boudoir, and see 
how many shoes she has on after the 
trip. Try it again with the little out¬ 
ward curving swiDg from the hip. 
After a few years of practice the slip¬ 
per will stay on, and you will have ac¬ 
quired the gait of a Filipino. There 
is, perhaps, a certain grace in the 
movement, and there is also a good 
deal of ‘shuffling’ and a general ap¬ 
pearance of being slipshod.” 


Deep Wells of the World. 

The Forest Oil Company says it 
owns the deepest oil well in the world, 
in the Monongehala river valley. It 
has been drilled to a depth of 5,5:2 
feet, but work has been suspended ow¬ 
ing to a break in the 2 J inch rope used. 
As a result, 1,000 feet of rope and a 
string of tools are at the bottom. Ex¬ 
perts are at work on the fishing job, 
and hope to be able to resume drilling 
soon. It is proposed to sink the well 
to the 6,000 foot mark, which will be 
in the carboniferous limestone, where 
oil may be found. Some of the deep 
wells are as follows: Pass, France, 
2,000 feet; Paris, 1,703; NeusaBverk, 
2,288; KissingeD, 1,878; Sperenberg, 
near Berlin, 4,190; St. Louis, Mo., 3,- 
843; Louisville, Ky., 2,086; Columbus, 
O., 3,7754, and Charleston, S. C., i,- 
250 feet.

G11FEHEIGE Of POPULIST HUMS CALLED 


Clerics and Registers Organize—The 

Governor Receives an Appoint¬ 
ment—Racing at the Fair 
Continues—-Brevities. 

An informal meeting of the lead¬ 
ing populists of the state Was held 
in Birmingham Friday to consider 
questions regarding the welfare of 
the party and its probable action in 
the next state campaign. The meet¬ 
ing was attended by the leading 
party men at Alabama and after an 
executive session during which party 
matters were thoroughly, discussed, 
the following resolution, which was 
adopted, was given out for publica¬ 
tion :

! Clerlig ond Registers Or, 

The clerks and registers of the 
courts of Alabama held a meeting in 
Birmingham Friday in the criminal 
court room for the purpose of organ 
izing a state association, and this 
object -was carried out. Judge W. 
H. Parks, of Montgomery, was 
elected permanent chairman, and 
Mr. H. H. Matthews, of Montgom¬ 
ery, was elected secretary. Dr. J. S 
Gillespy, of Birmingham, was elected 
treasurer. . 

The object of the organization is to 
bring the clerks and registers of the 
courts of the state together at inter 
vals for the purpose of exchanging 
ideas and keeping a closer touch 
with one another, and is intended to 
be to the benefit of all. 


Tlio Governor Appointed. 

An act of congress approved Feb¬ 
ruary 20, 1889, authorized the presi¬ 
dent to appoint a committee from the 
country at large to act with any citi¬ 
zens or congressional committees in 
preparing plans "for a national cele¬ 
bration in 1900 of the centennial an¬ 
niversary of the first ’session of con¬ 
gress, and the establishment of the 
seat of government in the District of 
Columbia. Saturday Governor John¬ 
ston received a notice of his appoint¬ 
ment as a member of such commit¬ 
tee, together with his commission 
duly signed by the president. The 
governor has accepted the honor.

Judge Feagan, of the Birmingham 
police court, has rendered his decision 
in the cases against the bookmakers 
arrested at the fair grounds, charged 
with violating the anti-pool soiling 
law. He decided that the act was 
unconstitutional inasmuch as the 
body of the act provides for two vio¬ 
lations while the caption only men 
tions one. He also criticised the cod¬ 
ification of the law and dismissed the 
defendants, eight in number..

The Breach Widens Between the Vaugrhan 
and Youngblood Factions. 

The Alabama republicans of the 
VVilliam Youngblood persuasion had 
their innings in Birmingham on Octo¬ 
ber 28, at which time they indorsed 
McKinley and called for his re-elec¬ 
tion, and indorsed Youngblood for re- 
election as national committeeman. 
They also indorsed Julian Bingham, 
collector of internal revenue, for state 
chairman. This was notice of war to 
the Vaughan republicans. 

Today the Vaughan faction met in 
this city and adopted resolutions, 
which were in brief as follows: 

1. We indorse the administration of 
President McKinley in every respect. 

2. We extend our sympathy to Vice 
Pre-sident Hobart in his sickness. 

8. We approve and indorse National 
Chairman Mark Hanna, and applaud 
the recent victories obtained, under 
his leadership. 

4. We indorse State Chairman 
Vaughan and call for his re-election. 

5. We condemn the Youngblood 
■meeting of October 28 as - coivardly 
and disruptive of party harmony. 

6. We indorse no candidate for na¬ 
tional committeeman from, Alabama, 
but denounce William Youngblood, 
incumbent, as unworthy of that 
office. 

7. We will put out a full state 
ticket next year, from governor down. 

These resolutions were presented by 
Jndge C.' W. Buckley, of Mont¬ 
gomery, as ' chairman, and were 
adopted with scarcely 'a dissenting 
vote. 

G. D. Alexander, of Attalla, was 
chairman of the meeting, and J. L. 
Jiggers, of Montgomery, vice chair 
man. Mr. Chamblee,' of Tuskegee, 
was secretary, and Mr. Reed, of Jef¬ 
ferson, assistant secretary. .There 
were two hundred men in attendance 
including J. W. Dimmick, of Mont¬ 
gomery, and other able republicans 
The upshot of the meeting is that the 
republicans of Alabama have divided 
into factions, one headed by William 
Youngblood, third auditor of -the 
treasury and national committeeman 
from Alabama, and the other under 
the leadership of William Vaughn 
district attorney for North Alabama 
and state chairman. Tho question 
at issue is the state leadership and 
incidentally the distribution of fed¬ 
eral patronage under the next admin¬ 
istration. So far the factions appear 
about equally strong.

Aguinaldo and His So-Called Govern¬ 
ment Have Fled.

One Officer of the Thirty-Sixth Regl- 
l -ent Killed—General Ybung 
Pushing Ahead Through 
the Fearful Mud. 

A Monday’s • cable dispatch from 
Manila says: Colonel Bell’s regi¬ 
ment and a small force of cavalry en¬ 
tered Tarlac last night without oppo¬ 
sition. Where Aguinaldo with his 
army and "'the so-called government 
have fled is a mystery. 

General MacArthur took Bamban 
yesterday. This is supposed to be 
the strongest position held by the 
Filipinos except Tarlac. The brief 
accounts of the engagement received 
indicate that tho rebels fought ac^ 
cording to their recent tactics, re¬ 
treating after fifing a few volleys. 
One officer of the Thirty-sixth regi¬ 
ment is the only American reported 
killed.' 

General MacArthur began his ad 
vance at daylight, Colonel Smith, 
with the Seventeenth regiment, on 
the .right; Major Bell’s command, 
the Thirty-sixth, on the left, and the 
Ninth in the center. Colonel Smith 
encountered a small force at 6 o’clock, 
easily dispersing the rebels. Major 
Bell'secured a position on the -moun 
tain, from which he poured an awful 
fire into the enemy’s ranks. The 
Filipinos stood the fire for twenty 
minutes and then retreated to the 
mountains. General MacArthur en¬ 
tered Bainban at 10 o’clock and 
Colonel Smith occupied Capas, the 
first town beyond. 

General Lawton’s headquarters is 
still at Cabanatum. ; 

General Young, with his cavalry 
and infantry, is still pushing ahead 
through the fearful mud, but his 
exact whereabouts is not known.

At 7 :80 o’clock Dick Dickerson, a 
negro aged about 50 years, who had 
been regarded as crazy, slipped up to 
a point near a window of the bedroom 
of tho store of St. Clair & Lovelace 
and, firing- through, shot and mor¬ 
tally wounded.Graves. There was no 
warning, and Graves had no idea that 
the negro even entertained any ill 
feeling towards Jiim.jj* * * 

Mr. St. Clair wai in the room at 
the time and fired three shots at the 
fleeing 1 negro, but the crazy assassin 
escaped. The shooting created tre¬ 
mendous excitement,and Arthur Max¬ 
well was among the number who 
gathered around the store. In ten 
minutes after the first shot Dicken¬ 
son rushed up to a point behind a 
tree and again fired. Maxwell fell to 
the ground and in a moment was 
dead. The double assassin again es¬ 
caped. 

It is thought that tho negro enter¬ 
tained an insane hatred toward Mr. 
St. Clair, and was seeking to murder 
him when he shot graves.

TROOPS AT SAN FABRIAN 


Landing? of llio Americans Was a Mo9t 
Spectacular Affrir,

Bojth Sides Preparing for Bitter Legal 

/• Fight Which Will Soon Occur. 

The second week of uncertainty re¬ 
garding the result of the balloting 
for governor of Kentucky begins with 
little prospect of immediate relief. 
The official count has been in prog¬ 
ress several days, and official returns 
from a large majority of the 119 coun¬ 
ties have narrowed the contest down 
to a close finish. Each side claims 
the election of its ticket, but the es¬ 
timated plurality of either does not 
exceed 3, 0o6. 

While the returns so far received 
favor Taylor, the result of the count 
may hinge c/n the decision given by 
the county election commissioners in 
several places where contests have 
been begun on the ground of alleged 
regularities. One of these contests, 
that in Nelson count}’, has been de¬ 
cided adversely to tho republicans.

For over two years the cotton 
farmers of the South were forced 
to sell their crop at prices that av¬ 
eraged below the cost of produc¬ 
tion. Immense ex-ops were raised, 
it is true, but the remuneration 
therefore was not at all what it 
should have been. Speculators 
and spinners took advantage of the 
situation to depress prices and 
force the cotton on the market at 
values that were ridiculously low. 
Even last spring, when the con¬ 
sumption of cotton was on such a 
large scale and when the price of 
manufactured goods justified the 
spinner in paying 8 to 9 cents for 
the South’s staple, the farmers 
were forced to accept 5 1-2 to 6 
cents per pound. 

At the beginning of the new 
commercial year, when stoks and 
all commodities were booming and 
the demand for cotton was urgent, 
another aggressive fight was wag¬ 
ed on the cotton farmer. Mr. 
Henry Neill, a New Orleans statis¬ 
tician, who has become notorious 
for his ability to juggle statistics 
in the interest of the foreign spin¬ 
ner, issued a circular only last 
August in which he clearly and 
unmistakably endeavored to give 
the impression that the crop of 
cotton now being marketed would 
reach 12,000,000 bales. This bra¬ 
zen attempt to lower prices had 
only a temporary effect, however, 
for the world was soon convinced 
that Mr. Neill was outrageously 
wrong, and that the drought 
throughout the cotton belt had.ma 
terially curtailed the crop. In the 
meantime the American manufact¬ 
urers began to buy cotton. They 
had made contracts for goods that 
promised to keep them busy many 
months, and they -could not wait 
for the lower prices that the fol¬ 
lowers of Neill predicted. They 
took the staples about as fast as it 
came forward and paid whatever 
price was asked. As the demand 
continued to increase, and as the 
decrease in the yield became more 
and more apparent, the price ad¬ 
vanced until now 7-cent values for 
cotton prevail throughout the 
South. 

Even the foreign spinner has 
been forced into the market at last, 
but he is fighting hard against the 
advance. Mr. Neill has been 
brought forward again, and now he 
declares that there is no possibih 
ty of a crop less than 11,000,000. 
Such a yield as that, of course, 
would mean that present prices 
are too high. But the world re 
fuses to believe the New Orleans 
crop guesser, and something must 
be done to convince those interest¬ 
ed that lie is right. The latest 
scheme of this band of commer¬ 
cial pirates is to convey the im¬ 
pression that spot cotton is being 
held throughout the South—that 
it is banked up in warehouses, hid 
under farmers’ sheds and stored 
anywhere and everywhere there is 
a place available. It is not com¬ 
ing forward to the ports, so they 
declare that it must be held in the 
interior. Every possible Scheme 
is being used to create this impres¬ 
sion. The spinner is advised to 
hold off, to buy only from hand to 
mouth, and to joih in the attempt 
to force spot cotton on the market. 

If cotton was selling at a very- 
high price, or if the manufacturer 
could not make money in spinning 
7-cent cotton, there might fee some 
excuse for this attempt to,lower 
quotations. But when it is known 
that the spinners have sold their 
goods far ahead at prices that 
"would allow them to pay from a 
cent to a cent and a half more for 
the raw staple and still make a big 
profit, such a fight as this is indeed 
one to merit the condemnation of 
every honest man. 

Why should the Southern farm¬ 
er be grudged the present fair val¬ 
uation of his crop? The yield of 
iiis product is far less than it has 
been in several years, and the de¬ 
mand therefor is greater than ever 
before. The mills need the cotton, 
and they are selling their manu 
factored products at high prices. 
The producers should certainly be 
allowed some little share in the 
spinners’ abounding prosperity. 

It is to be hoped that this last 
bold scheme to force cotton on the 
market in large quantities, and to

Packing Eggs In Oats. 

Eggs have be.en packed in oats for 
years, but the practice has gradually 
fallen off, as eggs stored in cases from 
the best storage bouses have been im¬ 
proved in quality from year to year. 
Oats, if dry, will absorb moisture 
from the egg quite rapidly and are ob¬ 
jectionable on this score. If the oats 
are not dry, the germs of mold are 
developed rapidly, and as the moisture 
is given off by the eggs the mold will 
grow, causing the eggs to become 
musty. In using oats they should bo 
at the correct degree of dryness.

Growth on Newly Cleared Ennd. 

The growth of young trees 
weeds on land newly cleared is 
readily explained, but the United 
Slates division of forestry offers the 
following: Sunlight is necessary in 
order that most plants germiuate and 
grow. Plants like the poplar and 
the Canada thistle seed profusely 
and the floor of forests, in regions 
where these plants grow, is annually 
covered with countless numbers of 
seeds, largely brought there by the 
wind. The denso growth of the for¬ 
est prevents the seed from growing. 
When the trees are cut down, the sun¬ 
light enables the seeds on the ground 
to germinate and grow into thrifty 
plants. The ripe fruits of cherry and 
elder are eaten by birds, and the hard 
seeds are scattered over large arrears. 
As the young plants are unable to 
grew in dense shade, they do not ap¬ 
pear until after the forest has been 
cut down or otherwise destroyed. 


Sore Shoulders in Horses. 

The poor plow horse usually suffers 
severely during the early spring and 
summer from sore shoulders, due in 
most cases to illfitting harness. The 
collar should be made so that it can 
b 3 adjusted as often as is necessary to 
lit the animal snugly. It should be 
looked after daily to see that it does 
lit, for as the labor of the horse in¬ 
creases he is apt to lose flesh. After 
the"collar is taken oft', and this ap¬ 
plies to all collars on all horses, it 
should be washed thoroughly aud 
wiped dry each time, aud the shoulders 
of the horse should be thoroughly 
cleansed with water as hot as he can 
bear it: without scalding. Dry well. 
Boil a quautity of green white oak 
ba 'k iu water until all the strength is 
obtained,add to a half pint of alcohol. 
When the vitriol is dissolved and the 
mixture is cool, rub some of it on the 
shoulders with the hand. Do this 
three times a day after the shoulders 
have been washed with hot water as 
directed. This treatment will tend to 
harden the shoulders so they will not 
get sore if the collar fits reasonably 
well.—Breeder aud Farmer. 


■ Cultivation of Corn. 

A Tennessee farmer asks when 
should one stop cultivating corn. If 
the cultivator teeth are not allowed to 
go more tliau about two inches deep, 
and as the corn gets large they do not 
go too close to the stalks, cultivation 
ihay be continued to advantage as long 
as a horse can get through the crop 
Without-doing material injury. Of 
course, this is on the supposition that 
the crop is cultivated regularly about 
once a week, when the land is dry 
enough. If one should fail to stir the 
ground for two or three weeks,' and 
then should go in and cultivate, some 
damage might; be done to roots that 
had grown up near the surface. But 
a regular, frequent shallow stirring of 
the surface can do no harm, no matter 
how long continued, and much good 
may result. 

Weeds are kept down, much water 
is saved from evaporation, the air can 
get into the soil better aud thus help 
the growth of the crop, and some 
plant food may be made available for 
that and the following crop that would 
not be of use if cultivation was stopped 
earlier in the season. There are tons 
of nitrogen, phosphoric acid and pot¬ 
ash in an acre of almost any soil that 
you cultivate. But nature has locked 
up these elements for plants to feed 
on, and each year only makes a small 
amount available. If you want more 
you have only to work for it under- 
standi'ugly, and you can get a reason¬ 
able amount. Aud you can get it 
usually for much less than it would 
cost in purchased fertilizers. 

It is only within a few years that 
learned professors have begun to un¬ 
derstand how much plant food, in an 
unavailable form, there was in the 
goil, and to advise farmers to manage 
so as to get more of it. Short rota¬ 
tion, with its frequent plowing of 
the soil, and then long continued cul¬ 
tivation of the corn, potatoes, etc., 
will help about making plant food 
available for wheat, rye, crimson 
clover,or whatever crop may follow to 
occupy the ground as soon as corn, 
etc., die.—T. B. Terry iu Practical 
Farmer. 


demic as any which attack cattle or 
human beings. The best and about 
the only way to stamp out contagious 
or inherited disease is to destroy all 
the creatures that show symptoms of 
it, and then breed carefully from those 
that do not have it. 

The other wide class of chicken dis¬ 
eases, which includes many of the in¬ 
herited aud epidemic ones, comes 
from causes that can generally bo 
remedied. Filth, dirt, unnatural 
food and surroundings generally, es¬ 
pecially in winter, are the primary 
causes of these diseases. Boup may 
often be inherited, but it is also ac¬ 
quired by exposure to dampness and 
unsanitary pens. Leg weakness is 
characteristic of some breeds of fowls, 
but it is also due to overfeeding and a 
lack of lime-forming food. Bowel 
trouble comes from improper food, al¬ 
though this may in time be trans¬ 
mitted by inheritance. Lice come 
from poor winter quarters, and they 
may in time start up numerous dis¬ 
eases that will greatly increase the 
mortality of the chickens. go it is 
possible to go through the whole list 
and show that all of them are due to 
one or the other of these two causes. 
—Anne 0.Webster in American Culti¬ 
vator. 

Form and Construction of Silo. 

The round silo seems to be the ideal 
form. In this the entire absence oi 
corners reduces the waste very ma¬ 
terially, and the space contained in 
the silo is most economically used 
After the round, the square silo is the 
next most desirable form, while the 
rectangular is the least desirable. 
The nearer the rectangular silo ap¬ 
proaches the square, the better it will 
be. The smaller the jiroportion of si¬ 
lage exposed to the outside walls, the 
smaller will be the loss, hence large 
silos are more desirable than small 
ones. It has been found that the loss 
of food constituents is much greater 
near the exterior of the mass, while 
at considerable distance from the out¬ 
side walls, the loss is greatly reduced. 
In all cases the silo should.be deep in 
order that the pressure caused by the 
weight of the silage may be heavy, an 
important condition to aid in the 
elusion of the ail'. 

The first silos constructed in this 
country were made almost entirely of 
masonry. It was thought that solidly 
built aud cemented walls of stone or 
briek were essential to the preserva¬ 
tion of the fodder. It soon became 
evident, however, that wood silos 
when carefully constructed would 
make as perfect a silo, as far as the 
preservation of the fodder was con¬ 
cerned, as those made of masonry. 
There is one very material advantage 
found in the more solid form of silo 
A well made silo of stone or brick is 
practically indestructible. On the 
other hand, the wood silo is more or 
less attacked by tho acids of the si¬ 
lage, and this, together with the ex 
treme chauges of moisture between 
the empty and filled condition of the 
silo, causes a somewhat rapid decay. 
In all cases the silo should be firmly 
andt substantially constructed. The 
pressure on the walls is so great that 
much care needs to be exercised in 
having the studding sufficiently heavy 
and close to prevent any tendency

EVOLUTION OF THF BROILERS, 


Formerly Confined to a Season, They May 
Now Be Bought the Year Round. 

The hen commonly stops laying dur¬ 
ing at least a part of -the winter, and 
begins laying again in January and 
continues to lay until early spring, 
when, naturally, if she were not dis¬ 
turbed, she would begin to sit on her 
eggs and hatch out chickens. When 
these chickens come to he big enough 
to weigh from a pound to a pound and 
half each, dressed, they are called 
broilers, and as such the young, tender 
and delicious chickens are sold. The 
chicken, of course, remains at a suita¬ 
ble size for broiling only a compara¬ 
tively short time, and when it gets too 
big for that it become a spring chicken, 
still young and excellent, but to be 
roasted, or cooked in some other mau- 
• thftn on the gridiron, being now 
too big'for broiling. 

With chickens hatched out by liens, 
and with the great majority of hens 
sitting along at about the same time, 
broilers came into market during a cer¬ 
tain time of the year, just as vegeta¬ 
bles formerly did, before we began, get¬ 
ting them from the South, and from 
under glass. There were some broilers 
scattered along before or after, hut 
most of them came into market in the 
late spring and early summer. Years 
ago, and not so very many, either, 
twenty years or so, there was a pretty 
well defined broiler season, lasting a 
month or six weeks. Then came cold 
storage, and by that means the broiler 
season was extended two or three 
months or more. Some part at least 
of the surplus broilers, that would 
otherwise have been permitted to grow 
into spring chickens, were killed and 
put away in the cold storage houses to 
be drawn on as required, and so the 
broiler season, or the period in which 
broilers could be procured, was mate¬ 
rially lengthened. 

Then came what is known as the hot 
house broiler, an incubator-batched 
chicken, raised in a brooder. With cold 
storage the natural broiler season bad 
been prolonged; with incubators it was 
anticipated, and finally it was length¬ 
ened indefinitely. There are now, scat¬ 
tered In various parts of the country, 
hundreds of poultry farms, using in¬ 
cubators, that are devoted solely to 
the production of broiler chickens for 
the market," some of them large estab¬ 
lishments, one in a western State turn¬ 
ing out 100,000 broilers in a year. The 
broiler farms have their seasons of 
greatest production, but there are more 
or less hothouse broilers, raised at all 
seasons, so that it is possible nowa¬ 
days to buy frekh broilers every day in 
the year.—New York Sun. 
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The Causes of Chicken Diseases. 

Nearly all of the diseases of chick¬ 
ens, summer or winter, can be put 
under one or two classes: inherited or 
caused by unnatural conditions of 
food. If we classify them thus broadly 
it may simplify matters for some so 
they cau more intelligently stamp 
them out. 

The first class some time in the re¬ 
mote past must have been under the 
second class; that is, all of the dis¬ 
eases that could be traced back to un¬ 
natural or unfavorable conditions of 
food. But that was so long ago that 
wo must take cognizance of the in¬ 
herited diseases. These are quite 
numerous, and it is difficult to stamp 
them out. The only sure way to do 
it is to breed from chickens that have 
no taint of inherited disease about 
them. The time must soon come when 
poultry raisers will pay more atten¬ 
tion to this subject. At present we 
raise chickens with little regard to 
the health of their ancestors. Often 
the eggs are obtained from sources 
that are not well known. That is, the 
chickens will be cracked up as being 
first class so far ns pedigree and breed 
go, but little is said about the dis¬ 
eases that have been acquired aud are 
now hereditary. We must inquire 
into this question in purchasing breed¬ 
ing hens or eggs. 

A disease that is transmitted down 
through one generation to auother of 
chickens is just as apt to become epi- 


toward bulging. When building 
wood, the interior should he covered 
with at least two thicknesses of 
boards, with one or two coverings of 
tarred paper between. A wood pre 
servative made from gas tar, applied 
while hot, has been very successfully 
used. The more completely all of 
the woodwork is protected by some 
preservative the more will it resist de 
cay. 

A round silo made of staves is a new 
form which has come into use within 
a few years, aud seems to have many 
desirable features. It is built on the 
same plan as the large water tanks 
commonly seen along railroads. The 
staves can be bought allcnt audsawed 
to the proper length aud' bevel, and 
by the use of heavy hoops can be 
easily and firmly put together. Com¬ 
mon steam piping, which has been 
drawn down and threaded to take a 
nij,t, may be used iu place of the strap 
hoops. By passing the threaded 
hoops or stoam'pipes through a solid 
piece of oak about four inches square 
on opposite sides, and by using heavy 
nuts and^ashers, the structure may 
be quite easily and firmly bound to¬ 
gether. If it is found that shortly 
after filling, the pressure is becoming 
rery great upon the sides of tt e silo, 
the nuts may be unscrewed, and the 
whole structure slightly loosened. 
The staves will frequently so shrink 
as to leave air spaces between them, 
while the silo is empty, but there is 
no great disadvantage if a ready means 
for tightening and loosening the hoops 
is provided. With this form of silo 
there is some danger of the silage 
freezing in a cold climate, unless a 
cheap covering with a lining of leaves 
or sawdust is added. 

In the construction of the silo one of 
the most important pails to be es¬ 
pecially well made is the bottom. 
This should in all cases be first well 
stoned, then grouted with a mixture 
of coarse gravel and cement, aud fin¬ 
ally covered with a smooth covering of 
Portland cement. The essential 
points in the construction of the bot¬ 
tom of the silo are to provide thorough 
drainage and to mnkeit a proof against 
rats.—0. 8. Phelps of the Connecticut 
Experiment Station. 


A Weed Garden. 

It is remarkable how many really 
beautiful flowers are discarded be¬ 
cause ordinarily they are classed as 
weeds. A woman who had plenty of 
land and a taste for experimenting 
made a “weed garden” this year which 
is a great success. She doesn't know 
the names of all the outcasts- she has 
gathered in, but she noticed last year 
all the wild things that grew and flow¬ 
ered neglected by the wayside, and 
transplanted those that appealed to 
her most strongly. 

“The main reason,” she urges, “that 
they attract so little notice when grow¬ 
ing wild is that they are not massed 
and arranged as we place cultivated 
flowers to get the best effect. Now, 
that Is what I have done. A wild 
flower, or a weed, as it is scornfully 
termed, that is too. fragile to he 
thought much of will make a delicate, 
feathery mass which will be vastly 
admired when planted together by the 
score or more.” 

Even such a despised thing as the 
common ragweed is worthy of admira¬ 
tion if you happen to look at it aright, 
and it is finely effective as foliage for 
cut flowers. 

This weed gardener lias provided for 
a succession of blossoms from violets 
and dandelions to golden rod and late 
fall grasses, and nothing has repaid 
the gardener’s efforts with better re¬ 
sults than these absolutely free flow¬ 
ers.—Boston Herald.

One of the great cattle yards of 
Chicago is an old white ox named 
Judas. An ox may rise to eminence 
by his cunning and wisdom as well as 
a man, and Judas has risen. He came 
to the yards a good many years ago, 
while he was yet a frisky steer and he 
was immediately purchased by one of 
the great packing houses and driven 
from the train, which broSight him 
from his Iowa home to a distant yard.

Average Height Declared to Be Six Feet 
and Two Indies. 

Aside from the Patagonians, the 
Boers are probably the tallest race of 
men in the world, and they are stal¬ 
wart besides—men of strength, with 
no useless flesh. It would be difficult 
to find anywhere an entire race of 
such physical giants as the Boers of 
the Transvaal and the Orange Free 
State. The roving existence, the life 
in the open air and the freedom from 
disturbing cares have combined to 
make the Boers a race that is almost 
physically perfect. If an average 
height of all the full grown males in 
the country were taken it would be 
found to be not less than 6 feet 2 
inches, and probably more. Their 
physique, notwithstanding their com¬ 
paratively idle mode of living, is mag¬ 
nificently developed. With action of 
the almost abnormally developed mus¬ 
cles of the arms and legs, discerned 
through their closely fitting garments, 
gives an idea of the remarkablo powers 
of endurance which the Hoers have 
disjilayed on many occasions when en- 
ed in native aud other campaigns. 
They, can withstand almost any 
amount of physical pain and discom¬ 
fort and can live a remarkably long 
time on the smallest quantity of food. 

It is a matter of common knowledge 
that a Boer can subsist on a five-pound 
slice of “biltong”—beef that has been 
dried in the sun until it is almost as 
hard as a stone—for ten to fifteen days 
without suffering any pangs of hunger. 
In time of war “biltong” is the prin¬ 
cipal item in the army rations, nncl in 
peace when he is following his flocks; 
it is also the Boer shepherd’s chief 
article of diet.

Stable Hints. 

Have the stable well drained and 
sufficiently lighted. 

A wet and foul stable predisposes to 
grease and cracked heels. 

Dampness is very pernicious to 
horses, aud induces rheumatism, 
coughs and colds. 

Never have your horse’s heels close¬ 
ly trimmed, nor the hair cut from the 
inside of his ears. 

No more nails than are absolutely 
necessary should be employed to at 
tach the shoe. Nails weaken the 
hoof by breaking and splitting its 
fibres. 

Horses should not be fed directly 
they leave work. Then the stomach 
is fatigued with exercise, and they can 
not relish or digest their food till re¬ 
covered. 

Have the doorway sufficiently wide 
and high. If too narrow a horse, or 
passing through, is liable to injure, 
and even fracture, the haunch, while 
if too low he may strike the top of his 
head and thus give rise to the serious 
and sometimes fatal injury eommonlj 
known as “poll evil.” 


To Breathe Systematically 

The supplying of oxygen is not the 
only function, although it is the most 
direct and vital one, of proper breath¬ 
ing. A% very thorough expansion 
of the chest insures the proper filling 
of the lungs with air, dilates all the 
minute air''cells, especially those at 
the summits of the lungs, where mo¬ 
tion is least and where the seeds of 
consumption are usually first planted, 
and increases the circulation of the 
blood throughout all parts of these or¬ 
gans. 

Still another effect of proper breath¬ 
ing is a beautifying one. The chest is 
broadened, the shoulders are thrown 
back, the figure is erect and the car¬ 
riage graceful. 

Perfect breathing is not natural to 
most men and women of sedentary oc¬ 
cupation and indoor life. Like all good 
things, it must be worked for; and the 
work must be persevered in until full 
and deep respiration has become a 
habit. 

Tbe riieans of attaining this object 
are various and cannot be recounted 
here; but they are all oased upon the 
principle of removing permanently 
every obstacle to the free entrance ol 
air ihto the lungs.—Youth’s Com¬ 
panion.

Men and organiza¬ 
tions are entrusted with the building 
and completion of a work of great 
magnitude, which is to remain for the 
use of future generations as a monu¬ 
ment to tbe skill and labor of the de¬ 
cade which brought it forth; but in¬ 
stead of priding themselves upon the 
task well done, they not infrequently 
boast primarily of the speed with whioh 
it is performed.—Church Standard.

Where Dogs Have Many Duties. 

The American visitor in Amsterdam 
or Kotterdam must often have noticed 
the extent to which dogs are used as 
beasts of burdeu. At all times of the 
day, and in all parts of the country 
one can see barrows and milk wagons 
being hauled about by large mastiffs. 
Sometimes, too, one may see a dog and 
a woman hitched together hauling the 
same cart, while the self-satisfied male 
owner of the entire property may be 
seen wielding a whip impartially over 
his harnessed wife and dog. As a rule, 
however, girls aud young women are 
the drivers of these carts, though of¬ 
ten enough these gentle creatures 
cruelly ill-treat their poor canines, who 
do the hauling. 

Quaint Servian Customs. 

A quaint custom obtains in Servia 
where iu some towns it is usual for the 
inhabitants to hang a dressed doll, and 
sometimes two or even three of them 
in the principal window of tho house. 
This indicates that there is living there 
a marriageable woman,, sometimes 
more than one, who is willing and 
anxious to become a bride. 

Another Servian custom is that of 
hanging a small sheaf of grain outside 
the house. The supposition is that if 
the grain is stolen thero will soon lie 
a wedding in the house ; if tho lady 
dwelling within is anxious to wed, 
the leaf is hung low, quite within reach 
of the suitor, who may possibly be as 
anxious to steal it as sho is to have it 
stolen.

Another Cotton Factory for Huntsville. 

To Re-Submit Gafiord Case—A 
Miner Meets Violent Death. 

Primary Called. 

C. C. Collier has declared himself 
a candidate for the legislature from 
Bibb county. Mr. Collier represented 
Bibb county in the last general as¬ 
sembly. 

Died From Ilis Injuries. 

M. W. Bishop, one of Fort De¬ 
posit’s best citizens, who was one 
week ago caught in his gin, east of- 
Fort Deposit, and terribly wounded, 
died at his residence Friday. 

The Commercial club, of New De¬ 
catur, will inaugurate plans to hold 
a street fair there next fall. 

At a meeting of the Commercial 
club a committee was appointed to 
formulate plans for the organization 
of a company to build a cotton mill. 

Tnskt\1oosa County Orders Primary. 

The Tuskaloosa county executive 
committee has ordered a primary 
election for all county officers to be 
held on the Gth day of January next. 

The populist party executive com¬ 
mittee made a written proposition to 
join in a white man’s primaries. It 
was rejected. 


Mot a Violent Death. 

Thomas Carr.igan, a white miner, 
aged about 58 years, was killed near 
Carbon Hill, Friday morning. The 
presumption is that ho was run over 
by fast freight No. 52 on the Kansas 
City, Memphis & Birmingham ’ rail¬ 
road. His body was picked lip in 
fragments and placed in a bucket un¬ 
til re-arranged for burial. 


To Re-Submit GnfFord Case. 

The Gafford case is to bo submitted 
to the supreme court in a few days. 
Mr. Terry Richardson, for the de¬ 
fense, says that Judge Foster having 
died, it will be necessary to agree on a 
bill of exceptions before the supreme 
court, and as soon as that is done, 
the case will be submitted. 

It is remembered that Gafford killed 
Mr. F. B. Lloyd in the public road 
down in Butler county. 


Engineer Killed in a Collision. 

A head-end collision took placo 
last Thursday one mile south of the 
switch at Bibbville, on tire Alabama 
Great Southern railroad, between 
passenger train No. 8, southbound, 
and an extra northbound freight 
brain, double-headed. Three engines 
were damaged, one man killed and 
two others slightly injured, and a 
lady passenger slightly injured. En¬ 
gineer Alvin Patterson was instantly 
killod, his body presenting a horrible 
appearance. 

To Build Another Cotton Mill. 

The Merrimack Manufacturing 
Company has begun to prepare for 
the building of another mill a short 
distance from the mill now under- 
construction in Huntsville. 

At every state fair hold in Alabama 
Madison county has secured the first 
prize for the agricultural exhibit, and 
the present fair at Birmingham 
proved to be no exception. Judge 
Stewart received a telegram from the 
managers at Birmingham stating 
that the prize had been awarded the 
Madison county abricultural exhibit. 


Prominent Planter Killed. 

Westley Ethridge was shot and 
killed by John D. Stougendbero, Jr 
at the residence of the latter at Elm 
Bluff, near Selma. Ethridge killed 
Allen Coleman a month ago and has 
since been at large. He and Stoug- 
endbero had quarreled some time ago 
and when they met it was renewed 
with fatal result. Stougendbero 
used a shot gun, and as Ethridge fell 
he pulled a pistol and fired 
two shots without effect, fitougend- 
bero surrendered and was jailed. 
Both are prominent planters. 

Crushed to Death By a Tree. 

Pollard Jennings, railroad agent at 
West Point, Ga., went hunting with 
a companion and killed a squirrel, 
which lodged in the tree. They pro¬ 
cured an axe and cub the tree down. 
It fell upon young Jennings, breaking 
five ribs, pinning him to tiio ground, 
and fracturing his skull, from the 
effects of which he will die. 


STATE FAIR CLOSED. 

Tho Most Successful Exhibition the State 
Has Ever Ilad. 

The Alabama State Fair was brought 
to a successful close at 9 o’clock Fri¬ 
day night with a beautiful pyrotech- 
nical display by the Due Fireworks 
company. 

Friday was a grand success for the 
fair association, and though it was 
the last day the grounds were crowded 
from early morning until late at night. 
It was Governor’s Day, and the chief 
executive of the state and his entire 
staff were present as the guests of 
the fair association. Many promi¬ 
nent Alabamians were in the city, 
and when Governor Johnston and his 
party arrived at the grounds a brill¬ 
iant and lively scone was presented. 

Shortly after liis arrival at the 
grounds Governor Johnston was in¬ 
troduced to the crowd and delivered 
an address. 

At4 o’clock the governor walked up 
the steps of the reviewing stand, and 
hundreds gathered near to see the pre¬ 
sentation of the handsome victoria 
and pair of horses to the most popu¬ 
lar woman in Alabama. Mrs. Hard¬ 
man had won by an overwhelming 
majority, and was seated in her proud 
possession, accompanied by her bus- 
band, Governor Johnston made a 
happy talk, and said that he was 
proud to have the honor of presenting 
the turnout to so deserving a woman; 
that he was doubly proud that it 
would be given to one whose husband 
was not in the higher walks of life, 
but occupied tho honorable position 
of a mechanic who worked six days in 
the week. Mrs. Hardman is the wife 
of James Hardman, a machinist at 
tho shops of the Southern railway in 
Birmingham. 

The contest for the pony and phae¬ 
ton offered to the woman selling , the 
largest number of fair tickets was 
won by Mrs. Dr, R. A. Jones by sev¬ 
eral dollars. During the week' Mrs, 
Jones sold $2,056 worth of tickets. 

The board of examiners and judges 
have carefully looked over all the 
exhibits and will award the different 
prizes Monday. 

From start to finish the Alabama 
State Fair was a great success and 
sheds much luster on the able board 
of managers. 

Within a few months the plans will 
be laid for another fair next year 
and many changes will take place in 
the grounds. It is said that the 
present exhibition hall will be given 
the women and that a handsome ex¬ 
hibition ball will be erocted where 
the tent of the negro department now 
stands. 

Owing to the great success of the 
races, the track has been leased by 
the Birmingham Union Jockey club, 
and the sport will continue until De¬ 
cember 1. ~ 


Sold "Whiskers for Whiskey. 

It remains for a Madison county 
man to choose the most novel method 
of raising money to buy whiskey ; A 
man named Pyiant, of Rep, was in 
Huntsville Saturday and his pnoney 
gave out when he was only about half 
drunk. Pyiant had a fine suit of 
whiskers more than a foot long, and 
some of tho habitues of a saloon sug¬ 
gested that he trade his whiskers for 
whiskey. Pyiant did this and sold 
them for 5 cents a bunch', the entire 
crop bringing 80 cents. 


Burned Alive. 

Ned Combs, a colored man of Tus¬ 
kaloosa was engaged in cleaning out 
a well Saturday. He went down in 
the well in the morning and never 
came out alive. The walls began to 
cave in, and before he could be res¬ 
cued be was buried to a depth of sev¬ 
eral feet. 


Sfoss-Slieffield Company Organized. 

The Sioss-Sheffield company was 
organized in New York Friday by the 
election of a board of directors, in¬ 
cluding Joseph Bryan, president of 
the Richmond Locomotive works, 
Richmond, Va.; Solomon Haas, of 
Birmingham ; E. W. Rucker, of Bir¬ 
mingham, and Fred W. Scott, of 
Richmond. 

The company has an authorized 
capacity of $20,000,000 and $2,200,- 
000 cash paid in for the purpose of 
paying for properties outside of the 
present company and for the devel¬ 
opment of coal andiron properties.

lingsworth, Louisiana, $25. Best Jer¬ 
sey bull and four of his progeny,Bilt¬ 
more farm, first prize, $50; second, 
E. H. Bates, Hamburg, Ala. $15. 

Mrs. J. L. Powell, of Birmingham, 
first prize for best pair of matched 
mares. 

Merchants’ Display—First prize, 
$100, Jesse French Piano and Organ 
company; second, $50, Ellis Buggy & 
Harness company; third, $25, Amzi 
Godden company. 

The Eruithurst exhibit has attract¬ 
ed universal attention and admira¬ 
tion. Fruithurst, which is located 
on the Southern railway, in Cleburne 
county, near the Georgia line, was 
not on the map five years ago, yet in 
the short time since it was founded it 
has grown into a thrifty town, beau¬ 
tiful in aspect, of 1,000 inhabitants, 
most of whom are from the north and 
west. They cast their fortunes on 
the sunny slopes of old Cleburne and 
have transformed its bald old 'hills 
into vineyards that are not excelled 
by those of far off California. 

The Eruithurst display is the han¬ 
diwork of these good people, and con¬ 
sists not only of the “fruits of the 
vine,” but articles of utility and or¬ 
nament. . 

Johnston and Morgan Meet in Debate. 

Nearly the entire population of 
Limestone county were in Athens Sat¬ 
urday to listen to the joint debate 
between Senator Morgan and Gover¬ 
nor Johnston, which marked the open¬ 
ing of what promises to be the most 
memorable senatorial campaign in 
the history of this state. Besides the 
native population a largo number oi 
prominent political leaders from all 
over the state gathered there to wit¬ 
ness the contest of the giants. The pro¬ 
gramme contemplated that Governoi 
Johnston open tho discussion in an 
hour’s speech, Senator Morgan follow¬ 
ed in an address of an hour and a hall 
and the governor closed in a thirty 
minutes’ rejoinder. 

Strange Phenomena. 

A strange phenomena, supposed to 
be a part of the tri-centenary meteor¬ 
ic disturbances scheduled by the as¬ 
tronomers, was observed at Birming¬ 
ham Sunday night. The fiery mes¬ 
sengers made their appearance direct¬ 
ly overhead and attracted much 
attention. As many as ten meteors 
were seen, all of which were in the 
nebular form, resembling comets. 
They first appeared as patches of 
light, and at times would glow to a 
fiery red and then fade away, repeat¬ 
ing the spectacle a number of times 
before they finally disappeared. Dur¬ 
ing the Jivid glow period the central 
body could be easily distinguished, 
the light radiating throughout the 
entire mass, which appeared to be 
about three feet long and six inches 
wide. 

The final sailing orders to Rear 
Admiral Schley are being withheld in 
order that they may be issued by 
Secretary Long himself.

Enterprising Gurley. 

A special from Gurley says the 
deal for the location at that place of 
the Paint Rock flour mill has been 
closed, the citizens having succeeded 
in raising the subscription of $1,000. 
The mill will occupy the Old Pencil 
company’s building and will be in 
operation by Christmas, employing 
about twenty-five men. The Gurley 
Handle company, which has operated 
a spoke and handle factory at Gur¬ 
ley for several months past, has been 
incorporated with a capital stock of 
$20,000. The plant employs fifty men. 
George A. Hibbitt lias been elected 
secretary. 

Killed a Deserter. 

At Omaha, Neb., Corporal Fairo 
and a private soldier of the 10th in¬ 
fantry, pursuiug two deserters from 
Fort Crook, overtook one of them, 
Samuel Morgan, at La Platte'. He 
refused to halt when ordered to do so, 
and Eaire and his companion both 
fired. Morgan dropped mortally 
wounded and died in a few minutes. 


INSURGENTS^_SCATTERED, 

Wiley Filipinos are Not to be Cornered 
and Captured. 

TOWNS OCCUPIED BY OliB TROOPS. 


Inhabitants Received American Hos¬ 
pitality—Rebels Retreating into 
AYcstern Part of Luzon—Sev¬ 
eral Prisoners Captured. 


Two dispatches were received at the 
war department Saturday from Gen. 
Otis giving the details of the advance 
of Lawton and MacArthur. 

The first dispatch follows: 

“Gen. MacArthur entered Gerona 
yesterday and pushed advapee to Pan- 
iqui, a few miles beyond. Inhabit¬ 
ants remained in houses, receiving 
troops hospitably; the first instance 
during the entire advance from San 
Fernandlno. Railroad intact from 
washout north of Tarlac to Paniqui, 
but engines and cars partially de¬ 
stroyed by insurgents on retreating. 
Sufficient rolling stock can be repair¬ 
ed to insure railroad service. Noth¬ 
ing from Gen. Lawton as telegraph 
line is only working to San Jose south 
of Carrangalan and thirty-five miles 
east of Tanig. His cavalry reported 
yesterday at Bayamboga railroad sta¬ 
tion, south of Dagupan. Reinforce¬ 
ments and supplies leave here for San 
Fabian, Wheaton’s headquarters, to¬ 
night. Indications are that insurg¬ 
ent troops wildly scattered; some re¬ 
treating into the western Luzon, 
province of Sambeles.” 

Under date of Saturday Gen. Otis 
again telegraphed, having received 
advices from Lawton. Gen. ''Otis 
says: 

“Dispatch from Gen. Lawton dated 
on road between San Nicholas and 
San Manuel, 10th, 15th, 18th inst., 
transmits from Gen. Young and Maj. 
Ballance at Asingan, and Rosales, oi 
Nov. 15 and 16, former moving on 
Pozarrub, about twelve miles east oi 
San Fabian, and twenty-five miles 
west of San Nicholas, where Maj. 
Swigert finds enemy strongly en¬ 
trenched. Young and Ballance have 
had several skirmishes with enemy, 
driving them northwestward, captur¬ 
ing prisoners, large amounts of prop¬ 
erty; troops have subsisted on coun¬ 
try, cordially received by inhabitants; 
would appear that insurgents were 
driven northwestward off road tc 
Bayongbong, their mountain capitol.

REMAINS OF SOLDIERS. 

First Tennesseeans Who Lost Their Lives 
in tho Philippines. 

Information was received at Nash¬ 
ville from the war department 
that the remains of Walter I. 
Parrish, Lucien B. Price and Wil¬ 
liam Hanley, of the First Tennessee 
regiment, who wore killed in the Phil-' 
ippines, had been shipped to Nash¬ 
ville and would reach there Tuesday. 
The body of Corporal Jas. C. Bulling- 
ton, of the First Tennessee, killed at 
Iloio, was shipped direct to Knox¬ 
ville at the same time and will reach 
that city Tuesday. Bullington’s 
mother leaves Nashville Monday to 
receive the remains. 

Alleged Counterfeiters Arrested. 

Frank Morse and Warren Goodwin 
were arrested in Murray county, 
Georgia, upon the charge of counter¬ 
feiting. The men have been bound 
over and placed in jail. A large 
number of dollars and- fractional 
coins and a complete set of imple¬ 
ments were found. 


Five Killed In a Collision. 

In a collision on the Chicago, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha railroad, 
near Humboldt, S. D., Sunday five 
persons were killed and a number of 
others probably fatally injured. 

Uphold the Mayor. 

The city council of Americus, Ga., 
by a majority of two, upheld the 
mayor in the case of the Christian 
Scientists sentenced for refusing to 
be vaccinated, and the cases have 
been certioraried to the superior 
court. In the meantime the defend¬ 
ants are nominally under surveil¬ 
lance, though nqt required to give 
bond. 


REPUBLICANS GAINING 

In Kentucky, -According: to Reports of 

Unofficial Count. 

General Taylor gained 1,198 votes 
Saturday through a decision of Judge 
Jones at Glasgow, Ky., in the Nelson 
county case. 

The Courier Journal reports from 
the official count in 118 of the 119 
counties of the state gave Taylor a 
plurality of 261. This, with the 
Nelson county votes makes Taylor’s 
plurality 1,459, according to demo¬ 
cratic newspaper figures, which arc 
less favorable to him than those re¬ 
ceived from republican newspaper 
sources and at the republican state 
headquarters, In addition the offi¬ 
cial count in Louisville has shown 
gains of several hundred votes for 
Taylor over the unofficial returns, 
which are not yet included in the 
Courier Journal’s estimates, the 
count in that city and county being 
still unfinished. Republican esti¬ 
mates of Taylor’s plurality are now 
about 2,600. 

Alabama’s Coal and Iron Production. 

In his report to the Alabama Sci¬ 
entific and Industrial society on the 
iron and coal operations of the year 
in this state, Dr. Eugene A. Smith 
presents some interesting figures. 
During the first quarter of the year 
the production of coal amounted 
to 1,761,271 tons, and of coke 858,- 
820; for the second quarter, coal, 
1,838,819 tons, and coke, 449,412 
tons; third quarter, coal, 1,848,137 
tons, and coke, 459,468 tons. The 
output of coal for nine months end¬ 
ing September 30, is thus seen to 
have been .5,438,227 tons. Figuring 
that the output during the last quar¬ 
ter will be as heavy as it^was in the 
third quarter the total for the yeai 
will be 7,281,364 tons. Last year’s 
output was 6,527,766 tons, so that an 
increase of something like three- 
quarters of a million tons is promised 
for this year. This will be by fai 
the largest production in the state’s 
history. Dr. Smith makes the fol¬ 
lowing report on the state’s iron pro* 
duction : 

Pig Iron—First quarter, 242,590 
tons; second quarter, 268,448; third 
quarter, 262,761; total 773,794 tons. 

Iron Ore—First quarter 546,810 
tons; second quarter, 620,618; third 
quarter, 628,845; total for three 
quarters, 1,790,773 tons. 

Met Horrible Death. 

James A. Bozeman, a car inspector 
on the Louisville and Nashville rail¬ 
road met a horrible death in Bir¬ 
mingham Saturday while making a 
coupling of some air hose between 
two cars. A train was being made 
up in the yards and Bozeman was 
inspecting the cars which were to be 
in the train. He found the air hose 
between two cars unhitched and he 
crawled between them to make a 
coupling. As he was doing this some 
other cars were bumped against the 
cars and shoved them about a car 
length. Bozeman was run over and 
one leg cut off and a big gash cut in 
his head. He died within two hours 
after the accident. 

A Liberal Donation. 

Hon. James Jennings McComb, oi 
New York, has given $70,000 to the 
Southwestern Presbyterian University 
at Clarksville, Tern. This is a sec¬ 
ond behest this year from this liberal 
gentleman, he having given $30;000 in 
February, making a generous total oj 
$100,000 for a most worthy cause. 

For political reasons Senor Jimi- 
nez, the president-elect of San Do¬ 
mingo, and his cabinet entered upon 
the government of Santo Domingo 
Saturday. The event has caused 
great animation though the country 
is quiet. The political prisoners are 
in jail awaiting trial. 

Amnesty Granted to Peruvians. 

In the Peruvian chamber of depu¬ 
ties at Lima the amnesty project was 
presented and after a short and sharp 
discussion was admitted to debate 
and was passed by the committee to 
which it was referred by a vote of 
42 to 18. 


Gen. A. D. Cowles Dead. 

Gen. Andrew D. Cowles died at 
Statesville, N. C. He was a McKin¬ 
ley elector in 1896, and adjutant- 
general of the State at the outbreak 
of the Spanish-American war, a law¬ 
yer by profession, and 43 years of 

age- 

May Have Bubonic Plague. 


The British steamer, J. W. Taylor, 
from Santos, Brazil, is detained at 
quarantine, New York, under sus¬ 
picion of bubonic plague among the 
crew. One man died at sea Novem¬ 
ber 7 with very suspicious symptoms, 
and Captain Waters and the ship’s 
cook are both ill and showing indica¬ 
tions of bubonic swellings. 


HINTS FOR HOUSEWIVES, 

Simple Remedy for a Sty. 

It is claimed that the following 
recipe will cure a sty: Make a curd 
by mixing a smalt pinch of powdered 
alum with the white of an egg. Place 
between two pieces of soft lawn and 
bind over tho eye before going to bed. 
The application may have to be re¬ 
peated, but the treatment is sure to 
be successful. 


Success in Growing Ferns. 

To keep table ferns thrifty put them 
in the window out of the sun every 
morning,and once a week they should 
be placed iu a sink and sprayed thor¬ 
oughly with water. The earth in the 
pots should be kept damp, hut water 
should not be allowed stand in the 
saucers. One woman who is success¬ 
ful in growing ferns fills her station¬ 
ary wasktub with hot water and lets 
it run out, leaving the tub full of 
steam. Then, putting in the stopper, 
she sets her jars of ferns in the tub 
and, closing the cover, allows them to 
remain there all night. 


Fautaslic Shades for Lamps. 

A golf bonnet of flowered silk 
shirred on wires and trimmed at the 
edge with lace is the latest thing in lamp 
shades. There are now shades orna¬ 
mented with painted faces and wreaths 
or fashion pictures and sportingprints 
of ye olden time upon a vellum back¬ 
ground.

A Few Kitchen Economics. 

After a broth has been skillfully 
skimmed and still little atoms of grease 
appear on tho .surface, lay a piece of 
clean brown paper over the top, and 
the grease will cling to it. 

Often only the whites of eggs are 
required for immediate use. The 
yolks may be kept some time if they 
are put into a small cup, covered with 
a little cold water, and kept in a cool 
place. 

A loaf of cake that has got stale 
and dry, may' be freshened so as to 
seem newly baked by putting it in a 
tin, covering the tin with another pan, 
and leaving the whole in a-warm oven 
about twenty minutes. 

To boil meat' so as to retain the 
juices and soluble salts, and cook it 
sufficiently, it should be plunged into 
boiling water and boiled rapidly for 
about Jen minutes. After the fast 
cooking, the kettle must be pushed 
over to the back of the fire, where its 
contents will simmer gently'. This 
tends to coagulate the outer rind of 
the meat so that the juices cannot 
escape. If meat be treated in this 
manner, the inside will be found juicy 
and tender, but if the meat is allowed 
to boil it will bo found hard and 
chippy. 

Wheu small pieces of piecrust are 
left from making pies, instead of form- 
ing them into tarts, as is usually 
done, secure some round hardwood 
'sticks, about four inches long, 1 aud, 
after the pieces of crusts are rolled 
out thin, cut them into narrow strips, 
with a jaggered iron, flour the sticks 
and roll t e strips around them, let¬ 
ting one edge drop over the other. 
Place these on a tin, and put in a hot 
oven to bake. When the’ g<ust has 
got partly cool, slide the stick out. 
When serving, fill the places with 
jelly, whipped cream, or a marmalade, 
and the family will be delighted with 
a new dish. 


Keclpos. 

Beef Cake—Chop and season one 
pound of meat, blend smoothly with 
one-quarter pound of bread (previous¬ 
ly soaked); form into a thick cake, 
dip this in egg and breadcrumbs, and 
fry on both sides in lard. Serve with 
good gravy. 

Marma’ade Puddiug—Cream four 
ounces of butter, add to it four ounces 
of powdered sugar and four ounces of 
flour. Beat three eggs, add them to 
the first mixture and beat iu two ta¬ 
blespoonfuls of orange marmalade. 
Pour into buttered pudding dish and 
bake twenty miuutes. Serve with an 
orange sauce. 

Fruit Pancake—Beat tho whites and 
yolks of six eggs separately, then mix 
them and beat for five miuutes. Add 
a few very Ihiu slices of citron, a half¬ 
cupful of cream and a little sugar. 
Beat again, pour into a buttered fry— 
ingpan and cook until done. Slip on 
a platter, cover with jam and garnish 
with a citron and blanched almonds. 

Grape Catsup—Five pounds of ripe 
grapes, two and one-ba'f pounds of 
sugar, one pint of vinegar, a table¬ 
spoonful each of ground cinnamon, 
cloves, allspice and pepper, one-half 
tablespoonful of salt. Cook the grapes 
with water enough to prevent burning 
and, when sufficiently soft,put through 
a sieve that will reject the seeds and 
skins. Return the pulp to the colan¬ 
der, add the sugar, vinegar and spices, 
boil till thickened, stirring constantly. 
Bottle and seal while cold. 

Sweet Tomato Pickles—Slice one 
peck of green tomatoes, six large 
onions and two green peppers; throw 
over them one cupful of salt aud let 
them stand over night. In the maim¬ 
ing drain off and boil twenty minutes 
in two quarts of water and one quart 
of vinegar, then turn the mixture into 
the colander, to drain agaiu. When 
well drained add two quarts of vine¬ 
gar, two pounds of brown sugar, one- 
lialf a pound of white mustard seed 
and two tablespoonfuls each of ground 
mustard, ginger,cinnamon, cloves and 
allspice. Mix well together add cook 
twenty minutes.

NOTES OF INTEREST ON AGRI¬ 
CULTURAL TOEICS. 

Furrows In Wheat Fields—Preserve All the 
Waste—Fencing the Farm-Poultry 
Suggestions, etc., etc, 

Eurrows in Wheat Fields. 

After wheat is sown it is not advis¬ 
able to run a plow through it, as is 
often done to make furrows to lead 
off surplus water. The deep furrow 
piles too much earth over the seed, and 
this causes it to winter kill, as the 
germ starts too far below the surface 
and is broken off front its roots by the 
expansion of frozen soil in winter. If 
the land is underdrained all the water 
will sink into the soil and go off in 
that way. If the land is not under¬ 
drained, and is likely to have water 
standing on it, running a furrow 
through the field cannot do more than 
carry off a little of the surface water, 
leaving the soil fully saturated and 
liable to become honeycombed wnn 
frozen earth as soon as cold weather 
comes. 


Preserve All the Waste. 

The sweepings from the yard should 
be transferred to the manure heap, the 
lot should be cleaned daily or at least 
weekly, and the ashes from all the 
fireplaces carefully preserved in a well- 
covered hopper or other safe recepta¬ 
cle. Don't let anything which will 
help build up the land go to waste 
about the premises. Save everything 
and save it before it is injured by de¬ 
teriorating influences. Do not be in¬ 
different about this matter any longer, 
but consider it from a strictly business 
point of view, and determine to cut 
down the heavy bills for fertilizers 
which are annually helping to impov¬ 
erish you and the lands of your coun¬ 
try. All the land you cannot fertilize 
with your barnyard manure plant in 
cow peas and utilize them as a help¬ 
meet to your manure heap. We can 
get out of tlie old rut Ir we will try, 
and try we must, for it is absolutely 
essential at the present time. Study 
your resources, think of what it is pos¬ 
sible to accomplish by your own exer¬ 
tions, and make of the farm a source 
of revenue and independence. It can 
and will be done by the introduction 
of correct methods.—Atlanta Journal. 


Fenc ng Ilia Farm. 

The farm should be laid off in ten- 
acre fields, which will make a system 
of rotation convenient. Have one field 
in corn, another in wheat, another in 
pasture, etc. By this method each 
field can be pastured as it comes in 
after the crop has been taken off. Thus 
nothing is lost. I can not see how a 
farm can be run without fences, and 
plenty of them. If the farm is laid 
oft' into convenient fields, stock can be 
changed from one field to the other, 
and will be benefitted by the change. 
Fencing does pot. cost rnuen. Set the 
posts sixteen feet apart. Tut on three 
strands of barbed wire, and you will 
have a good and cheap fence. Nor 
will it take up much room. And if 
each side is kept clean, the fence will 
be an ornament to the farm. If you 
are afraid of barbed, use smooth wire. 
A good farmer will keep his fences 
clean of Weeds. Nothing 911 the farm 
looks more slovenly than a fence that 
is hidden by weeds or bushes. I have 
plenty of timber, so it does not cost 
me much to build fences. I have three 
living springs on my farm, and they 
are among the most important feat¬ 
ures of tlie place. A great deal of 
stock suffers for plenty of good, clear, 
pure water. It is my delight to see my 
Stock go to the branch and drink and 
drink, then rest and drink again. Stock 
will do much better if it has pure 
water than it will with poid water.— 
C. B. Smith in the Epitomist. 

Poultry Suggestions. 

Boiled buckwheat if fed occasionally 
vvill ail egg production. Feed only 
fresh table scraps, and no salt meats. 
Soft food should be fed in clean ves¬ 
sels. I-Iens often contract the egg-eat¬ 
ing habit by having egg-shells thrown 
where they can get at them. If the 
egg-eating or feather-pulling habit be¬ 
comes general in a flock, it is better to 
destroy (lie whole flock. Fowls that 
are infested with vermin often acquire 
the feather-pulling habit. Too much 
meat and fresh bone will cause sick¬ 
ness, and twice a week is often enough 
to feed these things. Turnips and po¬ 
tatoes, if cooked, are valuable food. 
Roast ears of corn until the grain is 
charcoal and give it to the hens; it 
will increase egg production. Char¬ 
coal is a. good thing to keep before the 
hens all tlie time. Wood ashes gener¬ 
ally contain considerable charcoal that 
might advantageously be given to the 
fowls. 1 Feed plenty of milk, for it is 
a good egg producer. If you have 
shrunken wheat, let the hens have it. 
Sunflower seed is a fat producing and 
not an egg- producing food. We ought 
never give broken glass or crockery 
for grit, especially the latter, for it is 
apt to contain oxide of lead. Sick 
liens will not lay ,-ggs. Damp houses 
wid produce sickness. Do not think 
that there are no lice in winter, for 
you will find them keeping warm on 
the hens. Unless the dust bath is pro¬ 
vided tlie fowls cannot keep them¬ 
selves clean or keep away the vermin. 
Never use wood ashes for dust baths 
or for any purpose about the poultry- 
house. Never nail roosts or nests to 
the house, for it is often necessary to 
remove them. The material in the 
nests should be- changed frequently. 
Chaff is an excellent thing with which 
to cover the floor of the hen house, 
after it lias been cleaned. Save the 
siftings of tlie hay mow, when the 
hay is out. for the poultry. It is the 
busy ben tliat lays tlie most eggs. 


Use of Corn Shredders. 

After another season’s experience 
with the corn shredder, The preponder¬ 
ance of evidence seems to show that 
this machine is gaining in favor. Of 
course, many farmers find fault with it 
and refuse to use it. But where forage 
is at all scarce, or where hay brings 
a good price, shredding is popular, and 
will doubtless be used more and more. 
On the other baud, when hay is cheap 
and abundant, shredding is neglected. 


The process received a severe blow 
when the modern machines were first 
put on the market. The capacity was 
so small that the cost of shredding and 
husking was beyond the reach of the 
average farmer. Then the earlier ma¬ 
chines were very dangerous to oper¬ 
ate. It was no uncommon thing for 
every neighborhood to have one or 
more men who had lost one of their 
arms while feeding the shredders. In 
Indiana, Illinois and Iowa this did 
more to condemn them than any one 
tiling. Botli defects have now been 
remedied. Self-feeder attachments 
make it unnecessary for the operator 
(0 endanger his limbs. Large cylinder 
heads increase the capacity of the ma¬ 
chines materially. 

No one has ever disputed the popu¬ 
larity or value of shredded fodder as 
stock feed. Ilorsds, cattle, sheep) and 
cows eat it with great relish and do 
well upon it. The only question lias 
been (he cost. The growing use of the 
corn binder materially lessens the cost 
of cutting, and with the increased ca¬ 
pacity of the latest machines tlie main 
objections will gradually become less 
important. Tlie difficulty in prevent¬ 
ing the moulding of the fodder in store 
after shredding will not he so great 
when the best methods of handling 
are bettor understood.—Orange Judd 
Farmer. 

Clicaseon the Farm. 

A writer in tile Ledger lias given a 
good as well as timely bit of advice 
for those who would like to make 
cheese at home, and so know what 
they are eating. It is as follows; “Al¬ 
most all dairy farmers take occasion 
during the flush of milk In summer to 
make up cheese enough for the family 
use and to spare. Some ‘retired’ farm¬ 
ers even buy up milk for the purpose, 
so that they may know just how the 
cheese was made, and to get just the 
right flavor. No expensive apparatus 
is necessary, but a peck measure with 
the bottom out will serve as the hoop, 
tlie bottom made a little smaller to use 
in pressing, a clean basket, square of 
c-lieese cloth and a tub. Milk freshly 
drawn should be poured over the cool¬ 
er, or aired by pouring it from one re¬ 
ceptacle to another. Add a rennet ta¬ 
blet—to he had from the, drug store— 
mixing it thoroughly through the milk. 
Heat the milk to 85 degrees, then take 
from the fire and let it become cool, 
when cut through from top to bottom 
in one inch squares to let the whey 
escape. If just right this whey will 
be clear and of a greenish hue. If 
milky there was not rennet enough, 
and some of the casein will he lost. 
Dip off all tlie whey possible, then 
scald the cheese -cloth, spread it into 
the basket and pour tlie curd into it to 
drain. Break up the curd fine, salt 
to taste. Raise ihe cloth at one end and 
at the other from time to time to he 
rid of all the whey possible, then lift¬ 
ing tlie cloth by tlie corners to get the 
curd into as compact a mass as pos¬ 
sible, put tlie mass into tlie hoop, and 
this on a board raised a trifle at one 
end to let any whey remaining drain 
out. Fold the cheese cloth evenly on 
the top, put in the , cover and weight 
with iron or stone. Let this stand 
twenty-four hours, turning over once 
in the time, then remove and set to 
dry. Rub with melted butter. Cut a 
cloth to go around and wrap over, and 
two circular pieces, one for each top 
and bottom. Turn daily for ten days, 
rubbing each time with melted butter, 
then place in a warm, dry room to 
cure. This for a mild flavor will be 
six weeks or two months.” 


The Real Value of Roots. 

The real value of the* root crop for 
feeding comes into prominence as fall 
advances, and the grass pasturage and 
the fodder corn begin to give out. The 
silo has caused many farmers to aban¬ 
don root crops to a large extent, be¬ 
cause the ensilage is succulent and 
juicy, supplying in a degree the quali¬ 
ties that roots are noted for, but it will 
be hard to convince those who have 
experimented with both to give up the 
roots for ensilage. While recognizing 
the value of the latter in all winter 
feeding, it should not be forgotten 
that/fijl animals will leave the daily 
diet of ensilage to eat the roots. The 
animals find in tlie roots something 
tlixt no other food supplies in the same 
proportion. It may be that the wat¬ 
ery, juicy, sweet flavor of the roots, 
appeals to their palates, and they eat 
them very much as a person would eat 
cak-j or candy. But the roots have no 
such injurious qualities as cake and 
candy. On 1 lie contrary, when fed in 
moderation they promote digestion and 
assist in the assimilation of other 
foods. The roots themserves are near¬ 
ly or quite wholly digestible, and there 
is practically no waste to them, ana 
the fact that they clear the-stomach 
of other indigestible matter gives to 
them a value not to lie overlooked. 

If beets can he purchased at five 
cents a bushel they are considered by 
all feeders as profitable food for cattle. 
But the question comes up, why pay 
five cents a bushel V With fair soil 
and good cultivation the sugar beet 
can be raised at an average cost of 
two or three cents a bushel. The 
economy in raising them for winter 
feeding is further emphasized when 
we consider the direct effect they have 
upon tlie dairy cows and butter. Dairy 
cows fed with sugar beers right along 
through the winter show better health 
and a better capacity 'for milk pro¬ 
ducing than those not supplied with 
beets. They are enabled to digest tiie 
grain and hay fed to them, and they 
rarely suffer from indigestion, consti¬ 
pation or stomach troubles of any 
kind if given their peek of sugar beets 
every day. Not only this, however, 
results from this diet. The butter is 
directly affected, both in quantity and 
quality. There is a perceptible in¬ 
crease in the butter from cows care¬ 
fully fed with a hay and grain diet, 
and with a daily ration or sugar beets. 
All of tlie Jjeets seem to improve tlie 
richness of tlie cream and butter, and 
tlie common red beets make a very 
deep colored butter that buyers like to 
see.—American Cultivator.

$19 per acre for swine pasture. 

Almost every day the killing of peo¬ 
ple by bulls is announced. The man 
who will go into a pasture where there 
is a bull with no means of protection 
would seem to value his life lightly. 
Tlfe bull cannot be trusted. 

Cassava is receiving high praise from 
southern writers as feed for fattening 
hogs. Mixed with shorts, peanuts or 
cow peas, a ration is made that favors 
both fat and growth. It is the cheap¬ 
est fat-forming food that is produced. 

Never build an expensive hog house. 
An old hog house is a nuisance, and if 
it is an expensive one the owner dis¬ 
likes to burn it down, which is often 
the best thing that can be done with 
such a building. 


MOTIYE POWER OP AUTO Y.0B1LES. 


The Relative Merifs Compared-Limited 
Range of Action. 


In a recent issue of a trade paper 
there appeared a discussion on the 
three different means of propulsion of 
tlie modern automobile—the electric 
storage-battery system, steam and gas¬ 
oline—in which theadvantages and dis¬ 
advantages of each power were set up 
in comparison. 

In the electric storage-battery system 
the advantages were noted to be the 
rotary motor, in which there is abso¬ 
lutely no vibration, and the simple 
transmission of power from the motor- 
axle. Besides this, it was pointed out 
that our storage battery permitted ease 
of manipulation, almost any rate of 
speed being attainable, with no heat or 
odor. As against these features, v the 
disadvantages were stated to be the 
limited range of action of the storage 
battery, this being confined to about 
twenty to forty miles radius from the 
source of supply. From this it was ad¬ 
duced that storage batteries are practi¬ 
cal only in large towns where there are 
a number of central supply stations. 
Storage batteries, it was stated'; were 
of short life. The cost per mile on a 
pleasure carriage was estimated at 5 
cents. Other features against tlie stor¬ 
age-battery system were that the ex¬ 
cessive weight of the batteries was out 
of proportion to tlie load carried and 
an apparent lack of economy in the 
Whole arrangement. 

The advantage of steam power as ap¬ 
plied to automobiles was set forth in 
its simple transmission of power, no 
central station required for charging, 
moderate weight and little vibration. 
On the other hand, steam, the compari¬ 
sons stated, was dangerous 011 account 
of the pressure in the boiler, and the 
use of liquid fuel to heat the boiler. 
Besides, th e difficulty of management, 
steam requiring an engineer, the liabil¬ 
ity of ruined boilers by impure water 
and the odors from the combustion of 
fuel were points which in comparison 
detracted from its more favorable feat¬ 
ures. 

In the use of gasoline by automobiles 
the advantages were its absolute safe¬ 
ty, its economy of fuel and its moder¬ 
ate weight in proportion to tlie load 
carried. It was asserted that gasoline 
was (he only system having a practi¬ 
cally unlimited range of action, as it 
was possible to carry sufficient fuel for 
from 300 to 500 miles. Its easy control 
and general adaptability were strong 
features in its favor. The cost of op¬ 
erating a gasoline automobile was said 
to he a half-cent per mile. 

The disadvantages set against gaso¬ 
line as a motive power for automobiles 
were the vibration occasioned and the 
manipulation which requires the mo¬ 
tors to he started by baud. 


Automobiles in the Army. 

Want of initiative, at least, cannot 
be charged against tlie Italian army, 
especially considering the comparative¬ 
ly limited means at the disposal of its 
chiefs. For soma time there, has been 
a bicycle corps—a satisfactory experi¬ 
ment—and the authorities are now 
studying the advisability of introduc¬ 
ing the automobile. It is thought the 
motor car might servo for tlie trans¬ 
port of ammunition, to carry the 
wounded to the camp, or to the near¬ 
est hospital in the city, or to the train 
hospitals. When the roads are com¬ 
paratively free a velocity can, of 
course, be obtained with a motor car 
impossible with a horse, and as the 
cars are perfected it is confidently ex¬ 
pected that many other uses will be 
found for them. However, there is 
now no thought of applying the auto¬ 
mobile to artillery, as so far -no car 
lias been built which could draw field 
guns over rough places, as is required 
of tlie artillery horse.—Rome Letter to 
the Pall Mall Gazette. 


Government Aid in Forestry. ’ 

The division of forestry of tlie United 
States Department of Agriculture has 
issued a circular stating that tlie divis¬ 
ion is prepared, as far as a limited ap¬ 
propriation will permit, to render 
practical and personal assistance to 
farmers and others by co-operating 
with them to establish forest planta¬ 
tions, wood lots, shelter belts and 
windbreaks. A 11 expert tree planter 
will have charge of tlie work, and he 
will he assisted by collaborators from 
tlie different states who are familiar 
with local conditions. It is proposed 
that visits be made by the superin¬ 
tendent or one of his assistants to tiie 
lands of the farmers desiring aid in 
forestry, and that working plans be 
given, including help in the selection 
of trees, information about planting, 
and instruction in handling forest 
trees after they are planted.

NEW REPUBLIC FOUNDED. 


Evolution of a South American No Man’s 
Land. 

A republic of 200,000 square miles 
(one and a half times the size of Great 
Britain and Ireland) has suddenly 
arisen in the heart of South America, 
writes a Buenos Ayres correspondent 
of the Loudon Daily Mail. This is the 
republic of Aero, so called from the 
river of the same name (a tributary of 
the Amazon) which flows through it. 

The circumstances which gave rise 
to this new state are somewhat novel. 
The territory of which the republic of 
Acre is Composed has long been dis¬ 
puted by Bolivia and Brazil without 
being effectively occupied by either. 
It was a thinly peopled rogion, inhab¬ 
ited by less than 50,000 soulp, who 
made a living principally by the col- 
lection'of rubber, whioh grows wild in 
the forest in great abundance. 

An adventurer named Rodriguez 
Aries took it into his head to proclaim 
himself president of this no-mau’s 
lancl. The now government was form¬ 
ally created, ministers of' state ap¬ 
pointed and the capital fixed at Anti-

rnaivi, a small hamlet which is a depot 
for the shipment of rubber. The new 
state of Acre contains no large cities; 
indeed, it contains no town larger than 
a small village. 

The new president is a man who has 
seen much of the world. He is a 
Spaniard, and was formerly a banker 
in bis own country, then theatrical 
impresario in the United States, clerk 
of works in Paris, and merchant 
broker in Brazil, settling down later 
as a broker in Buenos Ayres, where 
he made the acquaintance of tho gen¬ 
tlemen who today are his ministers. 

The new government is no mere 
fiction, for it has caused no small con¬ 
sternation among the neighboring 
states. Bolivia in particular being 
concerned and about to send an armed 
force to cause her flag to bo respected 
iu the now republic. 

The Argentine papers are full of ac¬ 
counts of Acre, some of them giving 
maps and illustrations. 

The now president of Acre does not 
reckon upon raising a revenue by the 
sale of titles nor yet by tho establish¬ 
ment of public gaming tables, methods 
which were adopted under like circum¬ 
stances by Baron Harder Hickey, erst¬ 
while monarch of the barren island of 
Trinidad, but expects to fill the public 
exchequer by levying export duties on 
rubber, which at present is the sole 
source of wealth of the country. 

Whether the new republic of Acre 
will have a more lasting existence than 
the govornihent of Trinidad remains to 
he seen.

COST OF THE DKEXFUS CASE. 


Amount Spent by His Family In At¬ 
tempts at Vindication. 

One feature of the Dreyfus case has 
not been fully touched upon—‘.he ex¬ 
ceedingly large sum of money which 
the Dreyfus family has been forced to 
spend. The'trial of 1894 cost a very 
fair sum, limited ohiefly, however, to 
lawyers’ fees. The large outlay was 
caused by the efforts of the family to 
discover the real culprit after tho de¬ 
parture of the unfortunate prisoner for 
Devil’s Island. M. Mathieu Dreyfus 
employed two sets of detectives, and 
the family, of course, footed tho bill 
in both instances. 

This work went on for two or three 
years, until the discovery of the 
famous petit-blue designating Ester- 
hazy as the culprit. Then came the 
expenses leading to a revision of the 
case, tho lawyers and ihememoirs and 
other documents which had to be pub¬ 
lished. But the deserved compensa¬ 
tion given M. Mornard, M. De¬ 
mange and M. Labor1 was not the only 
outlay which theDrefus family had to 
support at Bennes. As they lost their 
suit they had to pay all the witnesses, 
a round sum of noarly .$10,000. Thus 
Dreyfus was placed in the curious po¬ 
sition of paying the car fare and board 
bills of his deadliest enemies. It is 
estimated that up to the present more 
than $ 200,000 has been employed in 
this brave fight.

The figures taken from the official 
records of three Bohemian fraternal 
benefit societies, for periods of from 
three to five years, show that in every 
1,000 deaths there were in the first 100 
suicides, in the second 200 and in the 
third 333. The circular calls attention 
to the fact that along with this re¬ 
markable prevalence of suicide in these 
societies there exists a general infidel¬ 
ity, and argues that there is a con¬ 
nection of cause and effect between 
them.

Mrs. Hetty Green in a recent inter¬ 
view said: “The idea that the way to 
financial success is a hard one is all 
wrong.

Chauncey M. Depew was recently 
quoted as saying that Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor Woodruff, of New York, was to 
be the vice-presidential candidate on 
the ' republican ticket.

Judge J. C. Long, the newly ap¬ 
pointed consul general of the United 
States at Cairo, Egypt, was formerly 
republican committeeman from Flori- 
da.

Princess Stephanie, widow of the 
late Crown Prince Rudolph of Austria, 
will, after her marriage with Count 
Louyay, take up her residence with 
her husband in London, where they 
will remain permanently. She will 
formally renounce the dignities of au 
Austrian arcjiduchess, but will retain 
her title as a Belgian princess. 

Dr. James Henry Breasted, the 
Egyptologist whose discoveries of early 
writings have created such a stir among 
Orientalists, is a native of Chicago and 
a graduate of its high school and of 
Northwestern college. He first stud 
ied and then taught the Semitic lan 
guages at Yale, and later became pro 
fessor of Egyptology iq the University 
of Chicago. He is not yet 45 years old. 

In memory of the wedding of his 
daughter, Lady Margaret Primrose, 
Lord Kosebery has placed a silver-gilt 
altar-cross and pair of vases in West¬ 
minster abbey. On the cross are five 
medallions, on four of which, in re 
lief, are tho figures of St. Peter, St. 
Edward the Confessor; St. Margaret 
of Scotland, and Lady Margaret, 
mother of King Henry VII. On the 
fifth is an appropriate inscription in 
Latin. 

We Ting Pang, the first Chinese 
minister to America able to converse 
in English, has already begun to pay 
the penalty for such knowledge. He 
has been interviewed by the reporter 
concerning his opinion of American 
women, and being as yet a stranger to 
the particular brand of diplomacy 
needed in such oases, he said that 
‘ gentleness is not an American qual¬ 
ity,” and that he prefers tho women 
of China to those of this country. 

Gen. White, the British commander 
iu Natal, is by no means sound of 
limb. Two years ago, when com- 
mauder-in-chief of the Indian army, 
he broke his right leg below the knee 
in a paper chase at Simla. For ten 
months the bones refused to knit, and 
through eight of these months he lay 
on a couch with the injured limb in a 
plaster splint.

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FILIPfflO EPUBLIC FALLING TO PIECES 




Insurrection in the Islands Seems to 
Be Near the End. 


P8IIIKE of umm mbeims 


Numerous Local Chiefs Declare Loy¬ 
alty to the United States—Last 
Council of Filipinos Held. 
Aguinaldo Abandoned 
by Politicians. 


A Saturday’s cable dispatch from 
'Manila says: 

The news which the steamship 
Brutus brings from Dagupan dispels 
all doubts that tlio so-called Filipino 
republic is crumbling like a house of 
cards. 

Anguinaldo is deserted or being 
abandoned by the politicians, and the 
army which a fortnight ago was en¬ 
trenched at Tarlac and exercised a 
defacto government over nine-tenths 
•of the people of Luzon, is fugitive in 
the mountains with small hope of re¬ 
establishing tho machine. The army 
is scattered in tho hills on both sides 
of the railroad and widely separated 
detachments are within the cordon 
which Gens. Lawton and Wheaton 
Jhave created.. Three provincial gov¬ 
ernors have arrived in Manila to re¬ 
quest General Otis to install them in 
their old offices under the new re¬ 
gime. Dr. Luna, a brother of Gen¬ 
eral Luna, and a prominent insur¬ 
rectionist, has arrived here and his 
friends and many others are applying 
to General Otis for permission to en¬ 
joy the luxuries of Manila after 
months of separation from civiliza¬ 
tion. There was no demonstration 
over the victory here. The natives 
appear to be unmoved and business 
is unruffled. 

The only large organized forces of 
insurgents known to remain are those 
in the Cavite province, at San Mateo 
and in tho Zambeles mountains, 
though several seaports have large 
garrisons. 

Aguinaldo began his retreat with 
2,000 men under General Gregorio del 
Pilar. That force was probably di¬ 
minished somewhat by desertion. 
The last definito news as to Aguinal- 
do’s whereabouts is that lie passed 
through Trinidad toward Bayambong, 
escorted by 200 men of the Balacan 
battalion, who had dwindled down 
from GOO within a week. Gen. Mino, 
who fought the 33d at San Jacinto, 
is supposed to have joined him. A 
letter from Mino has been intercept¬ 
ed in which the writer says that 200 
of his men were killed or wounded, 
that he had enough, and was going to 
the mountains. 

General Young, with the Macabees 
and Chase’s troop of cavalry, is still 
an the trail of the rebels, but the 
men and horses are badly used up. 


ZAMBOANGA SURRENDERS. 


The Shattered Forces. 

The disposition of the insurgent 
generals with their approximate 
Forces is as follows : 

General Conception, with 340 men, 
!n New Egija province. 

General Macaboler, with 325 men, 
at the town of Binaoa, province of 
rarlac. 

General Pio del Pilar,with 800 men, 
northeast of Malolos. 

General Aquino, with 500 men, at 
Arayat. 

General San Maguel, with 150 men, 
in Zambalos province. 

General Mascardo, with 1,100 men, 
In the mountains west of Angels, and 
the largest force probably under 
H-eneral Leyas in Cavite province. 


Tho Entire Province Aceepts the Inevita¬ 
ble—Local Chiefs Declare Loyalty. 

Secretary of the Navy Long Satur¬ 
day received a cablegram from Admi - 
ral Watson informing him that the 
entire province of Zamboanga, island 
of Mindianao, had surrendered un¬ 
conditionally to Commander Very of 
tho Castine. The surrender was 
made on the 18th instant. Admiral 
Watson’s dispatch follows: 

“Cavite, Nov. 26. 
“Secretary Navy, Washington: 

* “November 8 entire province Ram- 
boanga surrendered to Very, uncon¬ 
ditional; delivery all guns. Numer- 
ousTocal chiefs declare loyalty. 

(Signed) “Watson.” 

The information contained in Ad¬ 
miral Watson’s dispatch was received 
by the president and his advisers 
with unconcealed satisfaction. The 
surrender of the province Zamboanga 
is regarded as the beginning of the 
end of the revolution in the island of 
Mindianao, and it is believed will be 
a hard blow to those who are still en¬ 
deavoring to maintain the insurrec¬ 
tion in the Island of Luzon. 

On the 21st instant Admiral Wat¬ 
son cabled the navy department that 
Commander Very had captured the 
city of Zamboanga on the 10th. He 
was aided by fifty natives and Moros, 
and was holding the town pending 
the arrival of reinforcements from 
Jolo. On the same day General Otis 
informed the war department that he 
had ordered two companies of infan¬ 
try to be sent to Zamboanga from 
Jolo. 

Zamboanga is the principal city of 
tho. island of Mindianao, which is the 
second largest island of the Philip¬ 
pine group. Advices from Admiral 
Watson indicate that the entire 
southern half of tho island, which 
comprizes the island of Zamboanga, 
has yielded to tho American forces, 
and acceeded to the authority of the 
United States. 


LAST REBEL COUNCIL. 

Leading: Filipinos ITold Their Final 
Meeting:. 

The last Filipino council of war was 
held by the retreating leaders at Ba¬ 
yambong on November 13 in the 
house now occupied by General Mac- 
Artliur. It was attended by Agui¬ 
naldo, Pio del Pilar, Garcia, Alejan- 
drino, and some members of the so- 
called cabinet. Information has 
reached General MacArthur from sev¬ 
eral sources to the effect that the 
council recognized tho futility of at¬ 
tempting further resistance to the 
Americans without united forces and 
agreed that the Filipino troops should 
hereafter follow guerilla methods. 

Reports of ambuscades and skir¬ 
mishes come from every section of 
the country along the railroads. 
Those districts seem to be filled with 
small bands. Four men of company 
D, Ninth infantry, were foraging be¬ 
yond Bambam when twenty Filipinos 
took them in ambush, killing one and 
capturing the other three. 


Safe-Blowers at Work. 

At Bluff City, Kansas, robbers 
touched off a quantity of dynamite 
that wrecked the safo and the front 
end of tho state bank and escaped 
with $1,000 in gold besides some sil¬ 
ver and bills. . This is the eighth 
Kansas bank to be robbed by safe¬ 
crackers within three weeks. The 
safe of the state bank of Clearwater, 
Kan., was blown open Friday night 
and $2,000 in cash and a number of 
notes taken. 


Alarming- Situation in Arkansas. 

A special from Fort Smith, Ark., 
BayB : “The houses at which non-union 
miners are boarding were blown up 
with dynamite at Huntington Friday 
night. Ten deputy United States 
marshals were sent there from Jenny 
hind. The strikers are apparently 
growing desperate, and trouble is be¬ 
lieved to be imminent.” 


Big Fire at Little Hock. 

The warehouse of Fones Bros.Hard¬ 
ware company of Little Rock, Ark., 
was destroyed by fire Saturday, the 
loss being $175,000; insurance $125,- 
000 . 


Spanish War Claims. 

Claims have been filed up to date 
on account of damages sustained by 
American citizens through the Span¬ 
ish war to the amount of $25,000,000, 
and the president is expected to sub¬ 
mit a recommendation to congress in 
his message looking to the creation 
of a commission to adjust these claims 
and make provision for the payment 
of such as aye found to he legitimate.

A special from Washington says: 

Any subscriber to the Dewey home 
fund who' wishes to may have his or 
her money back. John R. McLean, 
speaking for his sister, Mr3. Dewey, 
said: 

‘ ‘Mrs. Dewey and the admiral 
have been overwhelmed with not hun¬ 
dreds, but with thousands, of tele¬ 
grams for the affliction which has be¬ 
fallen in a furious and thoughtless 
attack made upon their domestic life. 
Admiral Dewey’s statement has had 
great effect to accomplish this revul¬ 
sion of sentiment. 

11 ‘Among the telegrams received 
was one from Emerson McMillan, oi 
New York, to the effect that if any 
person desired their subscriptions to 
the home fund, if the admiral would 
forward the list of contributors to 
him, together with any letters or dis¬ 
patches requesting a refunding of the 
money he (McMillan) would immedi¬ 
ately reimburse all applicants in 
full.” 


Reapportionment Bill. 

Congressman E. D. Crumpacker, 
of Indiana, announces that at the 
coming session of congress he will 
again introduce hiB bill calling upon 
the director of the census to provide 
the legislative body with data on the 
voting population of the several 
states of the union in a separate ta 
hie. This is to be used as a basis for 
the reapportionment of the represent¬ 
ation of states in congress. The bill 
will be aimed particularly at the 
southern states, in which, according 
to Mr. Crumnacker, a considerable 
portion of the voting population has 
been disfranchised. 


Trial Trip of tho Kentucky. 

Against tide, wind and a heavy 
sea for at least half her cruise the 
new battleship Kentucky made a 
record of 16,877 knots an hour Satur¬ 
day on her official speed trial over the 
government-course from Cape Ann to 
Boone Island, and by her work 
showed that she is a little faster than 
her sister ship Kearsarge, which re 
cently was sent over the same course. 


MONEY TO BE RETURNED. 


AVIIEELEU AND LEE. 


The President May Appoint Them Major- 
Generals. 

The suggestion that the president 
is thinking of appointing Generals 
Joe Wheeler, Fitzhugh Lee and Jas. 
Wilson brigadier-generals in the reg¬ 
ular army has been received with 
much favor in the war department, 
and it is stated that the president 
may carry out the plan. 

Under the law, all of these officers 
are at the age to retire, and there¬ 
fore, as soon as they are appointed, 
they will go on the retired list, undei 
the regulations. They are now only 
officers in the volunteer army. 

General Wheeler is 63 years of age, 
General Fitzhugh Lee will be 61 on 
December 16, and General Wilson is 
also over the age to retire. The age 
of retirement is 64 years, and when an 
officer becomes that ago ho goes upon 
the retired list. 


RAILROAD WRECK. 

Twn Killed and Two Fatally Injured 
Near Georgetown. 

Engineers Alf Vicing and Cliff Mc¬ 
Manus, both of Macon, Ga., were 
killed, and firemen Monroe and Rog‘ 
ers, also of Macon, fatally injured in 
a railroad wreck on the Southwestern 
division of the Central of Georgia 
railroad, near Georgetown Friday. 

Two freights, one from Enfaula, 
Ala., and the other from Georgetown, 
met on the Georgia side of the bridge 
over the Chaltahoocheo river while 
running at full speed. Both engines 
were almost completely wrecked and 
tho freight cars were piled up on the 
track. 

The cause of the accident was a 
misinterpretation of orders on the part 
of one of the engineers. 


Taylor Gets tho Decision. 

The court of appeals at Frankfort, 
Ky., Saturday clinched Taylor’s right 
to 1,197 Nelson county votes. The 
court, all tho judges concurring, re¬ 
fused to dissolve the injunction as 
asked by Goebel’s attorneys. The 
votes in controversy were certified foi 
W. P. instead of W. S.Taylor. Judge 
Jones, of Nelson county, ordered 
these votes counted for W. S. Taylor, 
and the order is affirmed. 


A Mysterious Death. 

The body of William Jeters, white, 
aged about 35, was found in tho rivei 
near the city’s eastern limit at Jack 
sonville, Fla., Saturday. It was 
well dressed, hut had apparently been 
in the water six or seven days. 
Whether it was a case of murder, sui¬ 
cide or accidental drowning is not 
known.

CABINET OFFICER CAPTURED. 


General Otis Summarizes the Situation in 
the Philippines. 

A special from Manila siys: Senor 
Buenicamino, a former member of 
the so-called cabinet of Aguinaldo, 
has been brought to General Otis a 
prisoner on board the transport Bru¬ 
tus. He had sought refuge in a vil¬ 
lage near San Fabrian, with Aguinal- 
do’s mother and son. The natives 
disclosed his identity to Major Cronin, 
who captured him. 


Report of Gen. Otis. 

General Otis summarizes the situa¬ 
tion in Luzon in a dispatch to the 
war department, in which he says 
that tho insurgent government can 
no longer claim to exist. Its troops 
and officials are scattered and Aquin- 
aldo is in hiding. The dispatch fol¬ 
lows : 

‘Manila. —Claim to government 
by insurgents can be made no longer 
under any fiction, insurgent treasur¬ 
er, secretary interior and president 
of congress in our hands; its presi¬ 
dent and remaining cabinet officers in 
hiding, evidently in different central 
Luzon provinces; its generals and 
troops in small bands scattered 
through these provinces acting as 
banditti, or dispersed, playing the 
role of ‘amigos’ with arms concealed. 

“Indications are that Aguinaldo 
did not escape through the lines of 
Lawton or Wheaton, but fled west¬ 
ward from Bayombong railway sta¬ 
tion. 

“Telegraphic communication to 
Dagupan established to Los Fabian 
today by relaying nine miles of track 
with.material at hand. Railway com¬ 
munication to that point re-estab¬ 
lished; labor of troops must attend 
maintenance.” 

A later dispatch from General Otis 
gives the result of the fighting at Ilo¬ 
ilo as follows: 

‘JHughes, Iloilo, reports enemy 
driven back into mountains; insur¬ 
gent capital, Cobataun, captured. 
Only serious action that of Carpen¬ 
ter at Pavia; total casualties, five 
killed,or since died of wounds; twen¬ 
ty-seven wounded; captured ten 
prisoners, eighteen cannon, six rifles, 
quantities of ammunition. Enemy’s 
casualties not stated.” 


HOBART LAID TO REST. 


Impressive Ceremonies at Funeral of the 
Vice-President. 

With the impressive religious ser¬ 
vices of the Presbyterian church at 
Paterson, N. J., and with the dignity 
due to his high office, all that i3 mor¬ 
tal of Vice-President Garrett A. Ho¬ 
bart was committed to earth Satur¬ 
day afternoon. 

The president, Secretary of State 
John Hay, Chief Justice Fuller, for¬ 
mer Vice-President Levi P. Morton, 
former Secretary of AVar Alger, Sec¬ 
retary of War Alger, Secretary of the 
Interior Hitchcock, the supreme 
court judges, members of the senate, 
members of congress, and tho vice- 
president’s personal friends filled the 
beautiful Church of the Redeemer, 
and with moistened eye and bowed 
head silently and eloquently testified 
to his worth as a statesman, friend 
and neighbor. 


An Actor Killed. 

Robert Alexander Simpson, bettei 
known as Prof. Ray Simpson, was 
shot and mortally wounded in St 
Louis Mo., in his dramatic agoncj 
and school by James T. Roberts, t 
lawyer.

Thence he will sail to Bahia 
and Buenos Ayres.

Three Killed, Twenty Wounded. 

A bad wreck took place three miles 
each of Coshocton, O., on the Wlieel- 
ing & Lake Erie railroad Saturday 
in which three persons were killed 
and twenty injured, 


Large Fire in Nashville. 

The five story frame warehouse ol 
B. S. Rhea & Son, on the river front, 
was completely destroyed by fire in 
Nashville Saturday night.

CURRENT STATE TOPICS 

Summary of News From All Parts of 
Alabama. 
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Increased Attendance at the Uni¬ 
versity—Ready to Mak^e Steel at 
Ensley—Impersonating an 
InsjJector—Brevities. 


Freight train No. 81, of the Mobile 
& Ohio railroad, a double-header, was 
wrecked at Booth, a small station 
twenty miles from Montgomery, kill¬ 
ing Engineer Harry R. Grow and 
Fireman E. S. Boggett. It seems 
that a construction train had been on 
the siding at Booth before No. 81 was 
due, and when the train pulled out 
the conductor left the switch to be 
closed by the section foreman, who 
forgot to lock it. AVhen 31 came 
thundering by the first engineer split 
the switch and ran in on the siding,- 
while the second engine went straight 
on, which overturned both, piling 
them up and also nine cars on top of 
each other. 


Attendance at the University. 

There are now 220 students at the 
University. Those in position to 
know say that this is the largest at¬ 
tendance of students of University 
grade at any one time in the history 
of the University. By students of 
University grade is meant those who 
can enter Freshman class or above. 
In 1885-86 (he enrollment for the 
year was 211, the largest for any ses¬ 
sion since the war between the 
States. But at no time during the 
session was the attendance, so it is as¬ 
serted, much if any over 200. In 
1863-61 the enrollment was 341, but 
in his History of Education in Ala¬ 
bama, Col. Willis G. Clark said that 
the larger portion of them were lads 
in the academic (preparatory) de¬ 
partment. At no time before the 
war was the attendance anything like 
so large. Hence, the assertion that 
in the matter of attendance this is 
the banner year in the University, 


Will Soon Mannlacluro Steel. 

The manufacture of steel at the 
steel plant at Ensley is but a few 
days off now. It was anticipated 
that steel would be made this week, 
but a report has it that delays have 
put off the date for about a week. 
Three furnaces have been at white 
heat for several days and manga¬ 
nese has been put in. The manufac¬ 
ture of the actual product cannot be 
much longer delayed. There is a 
bustle at the steel plant and nothing 
is being left undone to put the plant 
in operation as quickly as possible 

Three Men "Wounded. 

News has just been received of a 
difficulty which occurred in Monroe 
county, near Kempville, resulting in 
the serious wounding of two white 
men and a negro by a negro whom 
they were attempting to arrest. 
When approached the negro fired on 
each of the three men. Nick Foun¬ 
tain was struck on the forehead, the 
ball ranging around the lioad; Mr. 
Faulkenbery was struck in the abdo ; 
men and the negro was shot through 
the jaws. 

Impersonating Inspector. 

Claude AVilliams, a member of the 
old Third Alabama colored infantry, 
was sent to jail in Huntsville after a 
trial before a United States commis¬ 
sioner on tho charge of impersonating 
a postoflice inspector. AA’illiams went 
through the accounts of several north 
Alabama postoffices and signed his 
name as Robert Gardiner. His bond 
was fixed at $1,000. 


Peculiar Kidnapping:. 

A peculiar case of kidnapping oc¬ 
curred at Decatur, A. T. Shaw, a 
blind music teacher, capturing bis 
own boy of 6 years from a kinder¬ 
garten. It appears that in taking 
forcible charge of his own child, 
Shaw is in contempt of court, as the 
chancery court had given the child in 
charge of a man named David 
Cook, who had reared the child from., 
infancy. Shaw had, however, pre¬ 
viously turned the boy over to 
Cook’s wife and subsequently sued 
out habeas corpus proceedings, 
Failing to appear, the court turned 
the child over to Cook and wife. 
Shaw’s son Las been watching his 
chances and Saturday lie and his 
father kidnapped the boy from 
school. 

They were followed to Hartseile, 
arrested and brought back Sati r a/, 
and while the officers were fixing tho 
papers, Mrs. Cook walked into the 
court room and quietly abducted tho 
boy again. Shaw intends fighting 
for his child, attorneys claiming that 
he cannot be prevented from taking 
charge of his own property. 


Effort to Defeat Cunningham. 

At a meeting of the German-Amer- 
ican union of Birmingham it was re¬ 
solved to use every honorable means 
which could be employed to defeat 
Dr. R. M. Cunningham for state sen¬ 
ator from Jefferson county. A com¬ 
mittee of five, including the presi¬ 
dent, E. Lesser, was appointed to de¬ 
vise ways and means of prosecuting 
an anti-Cunningham campaign. It 
is understood that the special griev 
ance of tho union against Dr.Cunning- 
ham’s championship of the whiskey 
dispensary bill in the last legislature. 

Another Nuraery. 

Madison county already has the 
largest wholesale nursery in the 
world, and now work has begun on 
the cultivation of the second largest. 
Stark Brothers, who own and manage 
an extensive nursery at Louisana, 
Mo., have leased 600 acres of land 
several miles from Huntsville and 
wili cultivate it as a nursery. About 
100 men will be employed steadily. 


Official Investigation Will JJo Made. 

At a meeting of the executive com¬ 
mittee of the board of trustees of the 
State University and advisory com¬ 
mittee of Universary alumni held in 
Birmingham Saturday, steps wore 
taken to nvestigate the recent sale of 
4,000 acres of university coal lands 
in Walker county to the Sloss-Shef 
field Steel and Iron company, which 
sale produced a state sensation when 
it became known ten days ago, be¬ 
cause of alleged low price obtained 
and alleged irregularity of transac¬ 
tion. The meeting adopted a resolu¬ 
tion requesting M. L. Stansell, pres¬ 
ident tempore of trustees, to call a 
full meeting of the board at Tusca¬ 
loosa Dec. 20 to consider the sale. 
The legislative and executive commit¬ 
tees of the alumni will meet at Mont¬ 
gomery Tuesday to begin the investi¬ 
gation of the matter. Governor John¬ 
ston’s friends deny that the sale was 
irregular or the price obtained was 
too low. 

Condemned Hurried Sale. 

The Huntsville Chapter Alumni 
association, University of Alabama, 
organized at Huntsville Saturday 
with the following officers: R. E. 
Pettus, president; R. E. Spragins 
vies president; John II. Hampton, 
secretary. Immediately after organ¬ 
ization the following resolution was 
passed unanimously : Resolvod, That 
it is not to the interest of the uni¬ 
versity , that the recent sale, or 
attempted sale, of university lands to 
DeBardeleben syndicate be confirm¬ 
ed ; that wo consider the action of the 
trustees of the university in making 
said sale unfair to the interests of the 
university and unwarranted by facts; 
that in unmeasured terms we con¬ 
demn tho hurried action of the board 
of trustees in making said sale at 
called meeting, only a barejquorum 

being present . X

Flffht Against Pool Soiling:. 

The necessity security for costs lias 
been filled by the defendants in the 
case of the State of Alabama and 
FrankLeslie, reprcsent’ng the Chris'- 
tion Union, of Birmingham, and I. II. 
Benners, justice of the peace, man¬ 
damus praceedings and the issue in 
the matter of pool selling on horse 
races will go at once to the supreme 
court. The case involves the consti¬ 
tutionality of the anti-pool selling 
law, recently declared unconstitu¬ 
tional by Judge Feagin, of the infe¬ 
rior criminal court. It is thought 
that it will be heard by the supreme 
court either by Tuesday or Wednes¬ 
day. Able attorneys will appear on 
both sides and a big legal battle is 
expected. 

A Suspender Factory. 

The suspender factory, moved 
from Mississippi to Ensley, will be 
ready in a few days to go into opera¬ 
tion. The factory will have only a 
fair output, but is is stated that be¬ 
fore long if the prospects are good, 
the plant will be given employment. 
The weaving machinery is now being 
placed in position. 

Judge Turner is Dead. 

Judge Charles Turner, referee in 
bankruptcy for the northern district 
of Alabama, and a well known attor¬ 
ney of Birmingham, died Saturday of 
acute pneumonia.

An Incident of the CivA W* 

It was in ihe winter of 1863, I be¬ 
lieve, when largo numbers of the 
Yankies went into winter quarters at 
Hunlsville, Ala. Most of these wero 
soldiers from the.wost, Ohio, Wiscon¬ 
sin, Illinois and Indiana sending 
most of them. A number of them 
wero farm boys, showing yet tho rud¬ 
dy glow of outdoor life, and freedom 
from the wasting hours of city life. 
All of our boys hated the Yankies 
because they were our enemios and 
had invaded our home; but every 
l\ome had its pet Yankey, and ours 
among the rest. My eider brother 
and I were then little boys, ready for 
anything, and we soon formed the 
acquaintance of a merry Wisconsin 
boy about 16 years old. Ho had 
sandy hair, fair complexion, where 
the freckles allowed the skin to be 
seen, and bright blue eyes, I never 
knew of his having any other name 
but “Billy.” Despite his blue 
clothes we were soon good friends 
and companions. When it got too 
cold for him to live in a tent, he, with 
the rest of the regiment, tore down 
the vacant houses near by, and used 
the lumber and brick to build him a 
winter house, which the soldiers 
called a “shebang.” It was about 8 
feet square and just high enough to 
permit him aid his messmates 
to stand upright inside. A rough 
chimney was built at one end from 
bricks and mud. Rude bunks were 
made from planks for sleeping pur¬ 
poses, and straw were put on theso, 
and the army blankots made the re¬ 
mainder of the bedding. Brother 
and I took as much interest in the 
architectural finish and construction 
of this house as if we were going to 
live in it, instead of our friend, the 
enemy, Nails were scarce, so we 
searched under the eaves of houses 
and around ash piles, and picked us 
as many as we couid, and aided him in 
putting the uneven lumber.together, 
until we had built a very comfort¬ 
able shanty. Then we mado a couple 
of benches, and sat on them in front 
of a bright fire, chatting with as 
much satisfaction, as if we had com¬ 
pleted areal substantial house. Wo 
spent many pleasant hours with him, 
and gradually he found his way to 
our house, and mother welcomed him, 
just as she would one of cur home 
companions. One day she came to 
see us to tell the pleasant news that 
he had captured a fat goose. We 
had grave suspicions of his capture, 
but were too loyal to our friend, and 
anticipated too mucli fun from that 
capture to suggest a doubt of his 
truth. He invited us to take dinner 
with him, and help cook tho goose. 
We told mother that Billy had a fat 
goose and wished us to take dinner 
with him ; but he did not have an 
oven to roast him in, nothing to cook 
with, and didn’t know how to cook 
it. Mother was very much amused 
at our dilemma, and Immediately en¬ 
tered into the merits of (hat dinner 
with as much interest as we. We 
still used tho largo old-fashioned fire¬ 
place for cooking, so a dutch oven was 
given us, lard, salt and popper, and 
an onion with plenty of broad crumbs 
for stuffing; and wo wero duly in¬ 
structed in our first lesson in cooking 
a fowl. It is useloss for us to enter in¬ 
to tho dotails of (hat cooking, it is 
sufficient to say, that no goose was 
ever enjoyed as that one was with two 
little Confederate sandwiched between 
two Yankey soldiers. Tho gooso was 
an old edition, but our teeth wero 
sound, appetites able to digest any¬ 
thing in reason, and tho hard tack and 
weak coffee added to it made a feast, 
to our young minds, fit for a king. 
We prepared a desert from molasses 
and hard tack, made into one of the 
most delicious cracker puddings we 
over at. After our dinner we cleared 
the table,and then drew our benches 
close to a warm wood fire, each puiied 
a splinter from the plank walls of the 
shanty to pick from our teeth the sin¬ 
ewy remains of that old gooso, and 
with our feet dangling down from the 
bench, listened to the yarns told by 
the bluo coats for our special enter¬ 
tainment. Billy would frequently 
come over to our house to spend an 
evening with us and play with our 
baby sister, which must have brought 
to his boyish heart and mind tho 
memory of a little sister in his far off 
northern home. I-Iis regiment lay on- 
camped within afew hundred yards of 
our house, and one morning a little 
before the break of day, we w.ere awak¬ 
ened by a knock at our bed room door. 
Mother was very much frightened and 
aroused me from a heavy sleep by 
calling out, “(Vho is there?” A 
voice replied “It’s me, ma’am.” 
Mother said “Who are you? 
What do you want?” “It’s Billy, 
ma’am,” was the reply. Mother 
answered: “Why, Billy, what do 
you mean by coming this time of the 
night and waking us all up, besides 
scaring us almost out of our wits? 
It was pi toll dark. Bill said : “We 
are under inarching orders, the long 
roll has beat, and 1 have run up hero 
to tell tho baby good-bye.” So 
mother got up in the raw winter 
morning, took the baby from the crib, 
wrapped it up warmly and handed it 
outside the door to the J'.ttle l ankey, 
who kissed it tenderly, ’ again and 
again, and returned it to mother, and, 
with a choking voice, bade us a long 
farewell. We never saw or heard of 
him afterward. But the memory of 
this friend of my boyhood has always 
been a most pleasant reminiscence, 
and the touching farewell in an ene¬ 
my’s country at early morn was in¬ 
delibly impressed on our minds. I 
often wonder if he sleeps far from 
home and friends under a southern 
sky or if he returned home safely. 
Wherever he may be, our memories 
go out to him with gladness, an! a 
southern bo,y and girl, now grown 
Into man and woman, send him our 
warmest greetings of friendship.

When there is a proposition 
from the Democrats to the Popu¬ 
list, there is some point in view 
which is hoped to be gained by the 
Democrats.

The fertilizer companies of the 
country, having organized a trust, 
propose, to levy an annual contri¬ 
bution on Georgia of $1,548,3000. 

Extended to tbe other southern 
state, the aggregate of this uncon¬ 
scionable game of hold-up against 
the farmer will aggrepate not less 
than $15,000,000. 

Helpless and at the mercy of 
giant corporations, which levy 
these extortions upon the people 
with an audacity which even the 
government itself dare not assume, 
the farmer stamis in“datiger of los¬ 
ing to the fertilizer catupanies the 
advanced price received for his 
cotton. Bound by a tradition 
which has made him the slave of 
of other men’s ingenuity, he walks 
his acres like a man who knows 
not what to do, and whoso only 
duty is to throw up his hands in 
surrender whenever some new form 
of extortion orders him to stand 
and deliver. 

The use of commercial fertilizers 
has led to most of the evils which 
now ofilict the farmer. It was, an 
unfortunate day for him when he 
abandoned his manure pile and 
placed his reliance upon the man 
who proposed to supply him with 
a better article. The promise was 
delusive, because the price of the 
substitute ate. up the extra yield 
caused by it and changed the far¬ 
mer from his position of independ 
ence to one of mortgaged slavery. 

We have letters from all parts) 
of the south which go to prove 
that the fertilizer companies, hav- 
ing formed a trust, have made 
such a raise in price as will justi¬ 
fy the statement made of the new 
levy. One farmer, for instance, 
sends us his bill for last year, with 
the prices quoted to him for the 
next.

HOW MUMMIES IVEKE MAUE.

Different Methods the Egyptians Prac¬ 
ticed for Preserving: Bodies. 

There were three different ways of 
mummifying the body practiced by tho 
ancient Egyptians, the price being the 
chief mark of distinction and cause for 
the differences. In the first and most 
expensive method the brain was ex¬ 
tracted through the nose by means of 
an iron probe, and the intestines were 
removed entirely from the body 
through an incision made in the side 
with a sharp Ethiopian stone. The 
intestines were cleansed aud washed 
in palm wine, and, after being covered 
with powdered aromatic gums, were 
placed in Canopic jars. The body was 
then filled up with myrrh and cassia 
and other fragrant and astringent sub¬ 
stances, and was laid in natron for 
seventy days. It was then carefully 
washed and wrapped up in strips of 
fine linen smeared with gum. Tbe 
cost of mummifying a body in this 
fashion was a talent of silver, about 
§ 1 , 200 . 

In the second method the brain was 
not removed at all, and the iutestinfes 
were simply dissolved and removed in 
a fluid state. The body was also laid 
in salt or natron, which, it is said, dis¬ 
solved everything, except the skin and 
bones. The cost of mummifying in 
this manner was 22 minae, or §450. 
The third method was employed for 
the poor only. It consisted simply of 
cleansing the body by injecting some 
astringent and then salting it for 70 
days. The cost was very small. 

If the friends of the dead were too 
poor to go to the expense of even the 
cheapest of these methods, the body 
was soaked in salt aud bitumen or in 
salt only. In the salt and bitumen 
process every cavity of the body was 
filled with bitumen, aud the hair dis 
appeared. Clearly it is to the bodies 
which were preserved in this way that 
the name “mummy” (derived from the 
Arabic mumia or bitumen) was first 
applied. The salted and dried body is 
easily distinguishable. The skin is 
like paper, tho features and hair have 
disappeared, and the bones are very 
brittle and white. It may be noted 
that the eyes were sometimes removed 
and their places supplied by others of 
ivory or obsidian. The hair was also 
removed and made into a paoket cov¬ 
ered with linen and bitumen. At i 
late period the flank incision was cov 
ered with a metal plate, on which i 
symbolic eye was engraved. The linen 
bandages employed to swathe the body 
were three or four inches wide; the 
length was sometimes as great as 400 
yards.—Levy. 

Big Tunnels in the Alps. 

At present the two greatest railway 
tunnels of the world are those piero 
ing the St. Gothard and Mont Cenis. 
It will not now be many years before 
that other groat mountain *of the Al¬ 
pine range, the Simpleton, will also 
be pierced, so that men may pass to 
and fro in (rains beneath its mighty 
summit. The work is at present pro¬ 
gressing at the rate of five yards a day 
at each end. It is impossible to fore 
tell the probable date of completion, 
owing to the ohanging nature of the 
strata, but when the two gangs of 
workmen meet in the middle they will 
have completed the longest tunnel in 
the world, for they will have cut 
through thirteen miles of tunnel. 


Thanksgiving; Decorations. 

One of the most pleasing decora¬ 
tions I have ever seen for a church 
was wrought out in dried Indian corn. 
Great stalks cf it were made into bold 
groups above the windows and dis¬ 
posed here and there around the 
room, the ears of ruddy gold showing 
against the paler background with 
charming effect. 

One of the most pleasing decora¬ 
tions of a leading Boston church a 
year or two ago was wrought out al¬ 
most wholly in corn used in this man¬ 
ner. Those who have studied the 
decorative possibilities of corn 
understand at once how bold 
graceful and entirely harmonious 
lines of such frieze can be made. 

Had the old Greek sculptors had a 
knowledge of this plant I am confident 
they would have made use of it in 
their treatment cf capitals aud friezes, 
for it lends itself as readily to fine 
effects in sculpture as does the 
acanthus, which their chisels have 
immortalized.—Ladies’ Home Jour¬ 
nal.

In future all Russian students who 
create or instigate disorder, whether 
in the university or out, will be sent 
into the army to serve one to three 
years. The regulation applies to those 
who persistently refuse to continuo 
their studies. 

It is estimated that there are 11,-

For instance, there 
is “India,” which is furnished with 
bamboo and Indian matting, while 
“China” is decorated with the celes¬ 
tial emblems in beautiful colorings. 
The new tea house is to be “America,” 
and will be put up in readiness for 
next year.. 


A TVROLEAtf SENSE OF HUMOR. 


Unconscious Jests Carved on Tombstones 
of Departed Friends. 

That the Tyrolese are possessed of 
quaint humor has been long reported, 
but the bast proofs come from the re¬ 
ports of a German traveler who exam¬ 
ined some of the epitaphs which he 
found in a cemetery in the Tyrol. That 
the humor is sometimes unconscious 
does not diminish its value, but rather 
heightens it. On a tombstone in the 
Valley of the Tux was this inscription: 
“In pious remembrance of the honest 
widow Ann Ivreidl, 40 years long. ” A 
miller is thus remembered: “In 
Christian memory of-, who de¬ 

parted this life without human assist¬ 
ance. ” A farmer, whose initials only 
are given, and appears to have been 
the author of his own epitaph, has 
this memorial: “Here rest in God 
F. K. Ho lived 26 years as man and 
37 years as husband.” On the tomb 
of a man who fell from a roof and was 
killed are these words: “Here fell 
Jacob Hosenknopf from the roof into 
eternity.” This wail of a desolate 
husband caps the climax: “Tears can¬ 
not bring thee back to life; therefore I 
weep.” 

Rotary Oven Plate. 

Women’s inventions relating to arti¬ 
cles of attire, their fastening or man¬ 
ufacture, and to household utensils 
aud appliances are no longer a rarity. 
The rotary oven plate, the invention 
of Olinda G. Naquin, of Rockport, 
Tex., is nevertheless novel and inter¬ 
esting. It is made of stamped sheet 
metal, having two series of corruga¬ 
tions, one set arranged like the spokes 
in a wheel and the other set parallel 
to the rim. In the center of the plate 
is a depressed portion, which extends 
below the surface of the plate so as to 
form a pivot on which the plate can be 
easily turned. The advantage of this 
arrangement is that it permits of the 
easy turning of food that is being 
baked, so that should one side be bet¬ 
ter done than the other, the latter part 
may be placed, in the sphere of the 
greatest heat.

Rapid Mail Collection and Dellvory. 

Uncle Sam’s novel letter carriers’ 
mail collecting wagons, although but 
recently introduced, have conclusively 
proved their great value as an adjunct 
to rapid mail collection and delivery. 
One of the latent, a very novel form of 
letter carriers’ wagon, is the scheme of 
an Alabama man. It consists essen¬ 
tially of a truck or vehicle, having at 
its lower end a small wheel and a 
framowork to carry the postmau’s 
heavy mail pouch. Such a pouch un¬ 
doubtedly represents a considerable 
weight, and a truck of this form, which 
could be wheeled along, the propell¬ 
ing power being applied by the post¬ 
man’s shoulder, would certainly bo 
less tiring and burdensome than car¬ 
rying the pouch. Granting this is a 
fact, the carrier could, of course, cover 
a given section in less time, the great 
desideratum iu all postal affairs. Legs 
are provided to enable the truck to be 
stood up conveniently and easily when 
desired.
